HIGHER PRICES FOR RAW MATE- 
RIALS AND THEIR INFLUENCE 
ON PREPARED PAINTS. 


With the old year coming to a close, 
paint manufacturers have been busy 
in planning selling campaigns for 1916. 
The outlook is very favorable. The 
wave of industrial prosperity which 
has swept over the country already 
has brought an increased call for 
paints and is expected to create a rec- 
ord distribution in the ensuing twelve 
months. Home consumption should be 
greatly augmented by the wider outlet 
abroad. With the consuming end of 
the trade so full of promise, it is a 
matter of regret that the manufactur- 
ing end is not so well situated. High 
prices for materials and scarcity of 
many selections are the main disturb- 
ing factors. Under these conditions it 
is asserted that the advance in prices 
for prepared paints as announced ear- 
ly in November was not sufficient to 
cover increased manufacturing costs. 
Further revisions in the quotations for 
the finished products are expected in 
order to bring them in closer conform- 
ity with the position of raw materials 
and thus enable manufacturers to take 
full advantage of the opportunities 
which the new year is expected to 
offer. 

Future supplies materials 
are uncertain. Hence consumers have 
no reliable basis for calculating costs, 
but in the case of basic lead and zinc 
pigments prices are pretty well defined 
for the first half of the coming year, 
and it is a matter of simple arithme- 
tic for each manufacturer to determine 
to what extent he is affected by cur- 
rent quotations for these materials. 
Linseed oil is rather unsettled just 
now, and even the most experienced 
traders will not hazard an opinion on 
what the future has in store. There 
is no trouble, however, in covering re- 
quirements for the next four or five 
months at a uniform price. The ques- 
tion therefore arises: Are paint manu- 
facturers in a position to establish 
stable prices for prepared paints, and 
are they justified in fixing such prices 
above the levels now quoted? 

To answer this question it is neces- 
sary to have recourse to the market 


of some 


for raw materials and compare present 
prices with those which were in effect 
a year ago. We may take for illustra- 
tion a white paint for outdoor pur- 
poses in which equal parts of zinc 
oxide and white lead are used. With- 
out considering the content of inert 
pigments or driers, we may show the 
cost of a gallon of such paint as fol- 
lows:

.2875 
.38 


"$1.06425 
The cost of these materials at this 
time last year was: 


Zine oxide, 4.6 Ibs. at 8%c. per lb 
Dry white lead, 4.6 lbs. at 6%c. per Ib.. 
Linseed oil, 4.75 lbs. at 8c. per Ib 


Zine oxide, 4.6 lbs. at 5%4c. per Ib 
Dry white lead, 4.6 Ibs. at 5c. per Ib.. 
Linseed oil, 4.75 Ibs. at 6c. per Ib 


In other words, the use of these ma- 
terials in the above named proportions 
adds a cost of 30.775c. in a single gal- 
lon of prepared paint. During the 
year an advance of 15c. per gallon was 
made in the price of white paints, but 
the increase is not proportionate with 
the increased values for materials. 
Zine oxide alone in the above table 
represents an increased cost of 15.525c. 
for each gallon of paint. Hence the 
revised schedule of prices scarcely 
made allowance for the higher posi- 
tion of this one material. As a gallon 
of paint will weigh about 16 pounds, 
and the tables above allow for a 
weight of less than 15 pounds, it will 
be noted that the advance in costs is 
figured on about seven-eighths of a 
gallon. Since the composition of pre- 
pared paints is variable according to 
the formulas followed by the different 
manufacturers, it is evident that all 
will not be affected alike by the pres- 
ent position of the materials market. 
However, as practically all materials 
are selling above the prices quoted at 
this time last year, it is undeniable 
that every prepared paint is costing 
more to produce. 


Colored paints show to even greater 
disadvantage in comparison with last 
year, for dry colors have gone up- 
wards in price through the greater 
part of the year, and many are hard 
to obtain at any price. 

Flat wall finishes deserve especial 
mention owing to the greater per cent. 
of pigment which they contain. For 
such paints lithopone is the base and 
a gallon of paint will require about 
12 pounds of this pigment. Contract 
prices for lithopone for 1915 delivery 
were as low as 3.70c. per pound, while 
present prices are around 8&. per 
pound, although many contracts were 
placed at 64%@7c. per pound. Assum- 
ing that 7c. per pound is an average 
price for 1916 contracts, we can figure 
the lithopone cost per gallon of paint 
at 84c., as compared with 44.4c. a year 
ago. The price of the vehicle used in 
making these paints has advanced 
from 8%@9c. per gallon to 18@19c. per 
gallon. This would add about 6c. to 
the production of the finished paint. 
The advance in the price of flat wall 
finishes as now operative is 15@25c. 
per gallon, according to seller, while 
the increased cost of manufacture is 
in excess of 50c. per gallon. 

Other factors which enter into the 
cost of paint manufacture include ad- 
vances in prices for tin and wooden 
containers and higher overhead 
charges due to enforcement of sani- 
tary regulations. The workmen’s com- 
pensation law also has added to manu- 
facturing costs in all lines, and with 
paint makers the question of labor has 
been important, as the scarcity of 
many raw materials has curtailed op- 
erations and prevented plants from 
working to full capacity, although in 
most cases no reduction hag been 
made in the number of employes 

With the advanced costs for raw 
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materials manufacturers are obliged tu 
increase their fire insurance, and this 
item will not be regarded as insignifi- 
cant when it is considered that this 
means an advance of 30 per cent. in 
the premiums paid for such protection. 
The item of selling expense also fig- 
ures prominently, if the manufacturer 
is forced to get a higher price for his 
goods, It is obvious that if selling costs 
are based on the total value of sales 
that they will run higher when the 
output of a factory commands an ad- 
vanced price. All these incidentals 
must be given due consideration, for 
the aggregate outlay runs into appre- 
ciable figures in the course of a year, 
and increased costs in these directions 
will show up in an alarming way on 
the balance sheets unless proper al- 
lowance has been made for them. 

A summary of conditions, therefore, 
reveals that circumstances over which 
paint manufacturers have no control 
have brought about higher prices for 
raw materials and the finished prod- 
ucts have not responded fully to 
changed conditions. 

Readjustments in prices for prepared 
paints appear to be necessary. 


CONCERN OVER ALCOHOL 
STRINGENCY. 


The question of covering prospective 
requirements of denatured and wood 
alcohol has lately become one of seri- 
ous consideration among the various 
consuming concerns which have relied 
upon contracts over six months, the 
usual period. In favored instances con- 
tracts have been entered over one year, 
but all interests are apparently in the 
game class at this time of depending 
upon the open market for current 
wants, since distilling interests are re- 
ported to have barred all engagements 
committing them to even a month’s 
forward deliveries. The sharp spurt in 
values for both denatured and wood 
alcohol during the last few weeks, and 
the conditions contributing to the ad- 
vances have created a situation in- 
volved in more than the usual elements 
of speculation, which is believed to 
have had an important bearing upon 
the attitude of distillers on 1916 con- 
tracts. 

Denatured alcohol has’ scored the 
most material appreciation, due prin- 
cipally to the heavy gain in the man- 
ufacture of smokeless powder in this 
country as well as to exceptional ex- 
port trade in ethyl alcohol for presuma- 
bly the same purpose. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of gallons have been shipped 
abroad during the last month at a re- 
ported range of 55@56 cents and an 
order for 30,000,000 gallons for ship- 
ment has lately been closed, Contracts 
covering domestic wants for 1915 are 
said to have been entered at 32@35 
cents. For current domestic trade 50 
cents is a nominal quotation. At the 
opening of the year the spot market 
was at a basis of 33 cents and there 
was little to stir its course until the 
export demand developed so keenly 
during the summer and fall, a 45-cent 
level being reached late in October, 

Refined wood alcohol, 95 per cent., 
was reported sold on 1915 contracts at 
45 cents, which prevailed as the spot 
basis until the end of October, when it 
scored an advance to 50 cents. Early 
in the present month it touched 
cents. This variety has found an out- 
let for direct war purposes, in the form 
of methyl acetone, but the field for 
anaesthetics and disinfectants has been 
a keener factor for wood alcohol 
exports. 

The exceptional opportunities creat- 
ed by the war for both domestic and 
foreign consumption of denatured and 
wood alcohol are reported to have en- 
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croached so heavily upon current and 
prospective supplies as to fortify the 
attitude of distillers in keeping open 
accounts for next year’s business, and 
the price realized on un- 
pledged production during the last few 
months may reasonably induce a 
greater independence of contract ob- 
ligations for next year. Another point 
to justify the withdrawal of contracts 
on denatured alcohol has been the un- 
usual degree of speculation in the 
materials, both corn and mo- 
lasses being unduly sensitive to price 
developments incidental to the war, 
but this apparently does not apply to 
the case of wood alcohol.

The heavy tax on eastern supplies of 
denatured alcohol has opened the way 
for supplies from distant points which, 
under normal conditions, were barred 
from local competition. We are ad- 
vised that one consumer has 
found it to advantage to draw upon 
California to tide over the present 
stringency in eastern production, al- 
though the western shipment is said 
to involve a 7-cent freight rate. 

The effect of the shortage of alcohol 
for industrial domestic account is re- 
flected not only to the disadvantage of 
new business, but also in reported de- 
lays on contract’ deliveries. The 
question of prospective relief for 
domestic requirements is not regarded 
as hopeful long as the _  ex- 
port demand operates to such 
controlling effect. Some of the im- 
portant consuming interests have sig- 
nified their willingness to enter con- 
tracts for next year even at the prevail- 
ing prices, but there is apparently no 
more assurance of fulfillment at these 
terms than those of a normal charac- 
ter. °

THE GOVERNMENT FLAXSEED 
REPORT. 


The estimate on the domestic 
crop of flaxseed was issued this week 
by the Department of Agriculture. 
This estimate makes a sharp revision 
in the acreage as compared with the 
preliminary figures issued early in Ju- 
ly. The total yield also has been sub- 
jected to considerable pruning, and as 
now reported is pretty much in line 
with private estimates which have 
been received by crushers. In the pre- 
liminary estimate the government au- 
thorities placed the flax acreage at 
1,881,000 with an indicated yield of 16,- 
000,000 bushels. As the 
gressed the estimated yield was ad- 
vanced to 18,446,000 bushels, based on 
conditions as of November 1 and fig- 
ured on the area given in the prelimi- 
nary estimate. The final estimate 
placed total yield at 13,845,000 bushels, 
yield per acre at 10.1 bushels, and the 
area at 1,367,000 acres. The final esti- 
mate on the 1914 crop was for a yield 
of 15,559,000 on an acreage of 
1,885,000. Yield per acre was given a 
8.3 The average yield per 
acre for the five-year period from 1909 
to 1913 was 7.3 bushels. The per acre 
yield as given in the estimate for the 
present season is regarded as high and 
does not harmonize with reports which 
have come from the principal produc- 
ing States of the Northwest, wherein 
it was stated that earlier promises olf 
a good yield per acre were not realized 
when it came time to harvest the crop.

Completed statistics on the produc- 
tion of copper in the United States dur- 
ing 1914 show the total production of 
copper by smelters as_ 1,150,137,192 
pounds, the loss of a little less than 
100,000,000 pounds, compared with the 
previous year. The valuation of the 
copper production in the United States 
during 1914 is given at $152,968,346. The 
decrease in production is attributed by 
the United States Geological Survey re- 
port to the unfavorable market condi- 
tions brought about by the European 
war. 


Evidence has been received in a com- 
munication sent to the Commerce De- 
partment from Kingston, Ontario, that 
there is an increasing use of cottonseed 
meal throughout that part of Canada. 
In the feeding arrangements adopted 
by many farmers from two to four 
pounds of cottonseed mea] are utilized 
in connection with other feeding stuffs. 
It is stated that in the Ontario district 
cottonseed meal has maintained a 
standard price and is gradually being 
substituted for more expensive cattle 
foods. 


Requests are being received at Wash- 
ington from manufacturers of boxes 
and cartons throughout the Northwest 
that Congress shall enact legislation 
authorizing the use of these receptacles 
in the transportation of oleomargarine 
in interstate commerce. The opinion is 
expressed that in view of the changes 
proposed by the Internal Revenue Bu- 


reau in the oleomargarine law that 
changes can be made at the same time 
which will facilitate small package 
shipments of oleomargarine in inter- 


state commerce.

Paterson, N. J., Dee. 17, 1915. 
One hundred and forty-one members of 
the New Jersey State Association of Mas- 
ter Painters and Decorators, including 
representatives of supply houses, gathered 
in the council chamber of the City Hall 
on Wednesday afternoon to attend the 
open Executive Board meeting of the as- 
sociation, which is held annually in De- 
cember, and is somewhat in the nature of 
a midwinter convention. The heavy snow 
of Monday had made the roads almost 
impassible and rendered traveling by trol- 
ley lines and on the branch railroads slow 
and uncertain, which prevented a larger

After being welcomed 
President William Ch1 
address, in the course of which he urged 
the members to help the officers of the 
association to get better protection for 
the master painters from the wall paper 
houses and material men.

in Cost of Materials. 
hillips, of F. W. Devoe & 
Raynolds Company, gave an ad- 
taking, by request, the subject, 
“The Reason for the Advance in the Cost 
of Painting Materials,’’ which, he said, 
was due (1) to am industrial revival in the 
United States and (2) to the war in 
Europe. He treated his subject in con- 
siderable detail, showing that the rise in 
the price of metal lead, which necessarily 
increased the cost of white lead, was due 
to the demand for lead in manufacturing 
ammunition for the Europeam war. He 
pointed out that zine spelter had in- 
creased very largely in price because it 
was needed for the manufacture of brass 
for cartridges, and that zinc white was 
not only increased thereby in cost, but 
was difficult to obtain, except in limited 
quantities. The zinc manufacturers were 
endeavoring to overcome this difficulty 
by advocating the use of zinc lead, which 
could be supplied at a lower price because 
the ore from which it is made was not so 
well adapted for making brass. The in- 
in the cost of the zinc white alone 
in a gallon of mixed paint was about 
12%4 cents. Advances in the price of litho- 
pone had increased the cost of flat wall 
paints. Linseed oil was an uncertain fac- 
tor and crushers would not predict future 
prices. The seed crop of this country, 
usual, is about 10,000,000 bushels short ot 
the normal requirements of the United 
States. This shortage is ordinarily made 
up by importations from Argentina, but 
the scarcity of shipping made the supply 
uncertain. Earth colors have likewise 
been increased in by the advance in 
transportation rates from the European 
countries where they are mined. The 
dead oil which is burned to make lamp 
black has come into use as a fuel for our 
own naval vessels, and the greater de- 
mand has increased its cost, which will 
lead to a higher price for lamp blacks. 
In the chemically made colors the prus- 
siate of potash needed in their production 
comes from Germany, and the supply was 
totally cut off. Prussiate of soda had 
been employed to take its place, but the 
greater demand for this material had in- 
creased its price. Importation of red 
dyes, which are used for producing many 
of the red colors, had practically ceased, 
and some of these materials could not be 
obtained at any price. Quicksilver, al- 
though mined in this eountry, is in such 
great demand for the manufacture of ex- 
plosives that it is difficult to obtain even 
at very greatly advanced prices, and con- 
sequently English vermilion has also risen 
in price, and it is not always possible for 
» color manufacturers to fill large 
:. Varnish gums and shellac have in- 
in cost, owing to the advance in 
oceun freight rates. So far as bristles are 
concerned, the supply is becoming rapidly 
exhausted, and the same is*true of camel 
hair (which is cut from the tail of a 
Siberian squirrel) and badger hair. The 
Japanese, now that the Pacific carrying 
trade is in their hands, because of the 
Ia Follette seaman’s law, are throwing 
every obstacle in the way of this country 
getting a supply of Chinese bristles, and 
it is said that the Japanese are making 
preparations to manufacture imitations of 
American paint brushes and to export 
them to this country to compete for our 
trade. In summing up, he said the paint 
manufacturer, the varnish manufacturer 
and the brush manufacturer had not ad- 
vanced their price yne penny more than 
has been and the outlock is 
too rtain permit manufacturers to

the Custom House in this city. It is 
hoped by the bureau that these berries 
which are obtainable in the country of 
their production in very large quamtitie 
and at a low cost. will prove useful for 
the soap makers and textile washers of 
the United States and add another com- 
modity to the list of botanical products 
earried by the crude drug of this 
country, as the almost transparent vyel- 
lowish skin and pulp surrounding the 
round black seeds of these berries are so 
sapoenaceous as to be used instead of

Frederic W. Goding, at Guayaquil, con- 
siderable quantities of these berries are 
now being utilized in Ecuador, but as 
tons of them are also permitted to rot 
on the ground every year, a large quan- 
tity would be available for use in this 
country, if the soap makers and other 
possible users express a desire to obtain 
them. 

The jaboncello, or soap-berry tree, on 
which these berries grow, attains a height 

Ecuador of about fifty feet and has 
yvreading branches and immense 
quantities of fruit of the size and shane 
of cherries. The hard, polished seeds 
loosely held imside the skin and pulp of 
the berries, have been used extensively 
in Spain and England for waistcoat but- 
tons, as they are very durable and sel- 
dom break, and they are also used 
beads 

A detailed description of soap-berries 
in general, given by the National Stand- 
ard Dispensatory, follows: 

Soap-berries, the fruits of various 
Fapindus, have been found to contain 
as 35 per cent. of saponin. ‘These fruits are 
nearly spherical, usually about 1.2 centimeters 
in diameter, from yellow to deep brown-red in 
color, wrinkled on drying, and consist of a soft, 
gummy pericarp containing a single large seed, 
a considerable space separating the two, The 
fruit has a bitter, sweetish and acrid taste. 
The species most commonly used is Sapindus 
Saponaris L. Cardiospermum Halicacabum L. 
the common balloon-vine, heart-seed or pea, 
or Indian heart, of cultivation, wild in nearly 
all tropical countries, and Dodonoea viscosa, 
Jacq., also common in all tropical regions, 
which are used as purgatives and expectorants, 
and also for washing purposes, on account of 
their saponin.

Harrison Law Accomplishments. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 17, 1915 
In connection with the announcements 
already made by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, with the approval of Sec- 
retary McAdoo, of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, for proposed amendments and 
revision of the Harrison narcotic law, 
Commissioner Osborne in his annual re- 
port gives a fuller review of the opera- 
tions of the law than are contained in 
Secretary McAdoo’s report, and some of 
the statistics furnished by the commis- 
sioner covering the work of the depart- 
ment under the law and revenues col- 
lected, ete., will be of interest to drug- 
gists, physicians and all who are con- 
cerned about the details of the work 
under the law. Commissioner Osborne 
also reviews some incidents brought out 
by investigations of the field officers of 
the Internal Revenue Service and the 
prosecutions conducted under government 
authority. Among other things Commis- 
sioner Osborne says:

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Bureau of Chemistry’s Report. 
COVERS INVESTIGATIONS INTO PHARMA- 
COLOGY OF ORGANIC ACIDS, INSECTI- 
CIDES, NET WEIGHTS AND ROSIN 
STANDARDS. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 

Considerable information of value to the 
Reporter's trades is contained in the an- 
nual report of Chief Alsberg, of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry in the Department of 
Agriculture. This report covers research 
work and regulations under which the 
bureau operates and some points as to 
standardization, particularly with respect 
to the rosin types proposed by the bu- 
reau Referring to pharmacological in- 
vestigations, this report says: 

PHARMACOLOGICAL INVESTIGATIONS 

Investigations upon the pharmacology of the 
organic acids were continued, and some of the 
data upon citric, tartaric and oxalic acids were 
published A thorough study of the oil of 
chenopodium was completed and published 
This oil, advocated in hookworm disease, was 
found to be quite toxic. Much attention was 
paid to the pharmacology of water-soluble and 
fat-soluble dyes used in foods. 

INSECTICIDES AND FUNGICIDES. 

In regard to insecticides and fungicides, 
this report makes some observation as to 
what has been accomplished and the 
work done in co-operating with the Bu- 
reau Entomology

Nitric Acid Containing Sulphuric 


Acid, 


The Benzol Products Company was sus- 
tained in its contention that nitric acid. 
to which there has been added a small 
quantity of sulphuric acid, so as to make 
it safe for shipment in tank cars, should 
have been returned free of duty as spe- 
cially enumerated under paragraph 387 of 
the tariff act of 1913. It was classified for 
duty as a chemical mixture under para- 
graph 3. The merchandise was shipped in 
tank cars from Capelton, Canada, to the 
port of Newport, Vt. The evidence of 
the importers’ witness, which was uncon- 
tradicted, was in effect that a small 
quantity, three per cent. by value, of 
sulphuric acid was added for the purpose 
of protecting the tank car from the ef- 
fect of the nitric acid and this, it was 
claimed, is in conformity with the regu- 
lation of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission requiring this addition of sul- 
phuric acid before nitric acid can be 
shipped in tank cars. The evidence also 
showed that the proportion of sulphuric 
acid here found in the mixture has no 
relation to any trade use. That is, it 
would require the addition of much more 
sulphuric acid to make the mixture use- 
able for trade purposes. Judge Brown, 
who wrote the opinion of the board, said 
that the question resolves itself as to 
whether the substance is nitric acid 
within the meaning of the free list provi- 
sion, or whether, by reason of this mix- 
ture of sulphuric acid, added under the 
circumstances as above stated, it becomes 
a chemical mixture within the meaning of 
paragraph 3. Had the nitric acid been 
brought in im certain glass containers, in- 
stead of tank cars, it would not have re- 
quired the sulphuric acid for protecting 
the containers, but, it was held, that this 
importation cannot be called a chemical 
mixture within the purpose and intent of 
Congress. It is without the spirit of the 
term “chemical mixture’ as used in 
paragraph 3, and for all practical pur- 
remains nitric acid.

Shellac Wax and Montan Wax. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers sustained the protests of Strahl 
& Pitsch relating to shellac wax and mon- 
tan wax. In the case of shellac wax it 
was returned dutiable under paragraph 
885 of the act of 1913 as a nonenumerated 
manufactured article. It was claimed to 
be entitled to free entry under paragraph 
641 as a wax, vegetable or mineral. The 
witness for the importer testified that 
the merchandise is commonly known as 
shellac wax and is used in the manu- 
facture of shoe polishes, creams, etc. The 
montan wax was classified for duty at 
the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem under 
par ph 1 It was claimed to be prop- 
erly entitled to free entry under para- 
graph #41 as a wax, vegetable or mineral. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the govern- 
ment chemist testified that the article 
would not be considered a mineral wax, 
chemically speaking, the proof greatly 
predominated in favor of the importer’s 
contention that it is commercially known 
and dealt in as a wax. Montan wax has 
in numerous been held to be free 
under the provision for ‘wax.’

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 15, 1915. 
The advance in prices locally brought 
more flaxseed to Minneapolis, while the 
real loss "in the movement was felt by 
Duluth. The crushing demand here did 
not seem to be overly keen, but one of the 
buyers rushed prices up compared with 
the futures and for several days local 
bids were sharply higher than those go- 
ing out of Duluth. Naturally this re- 
sulted in a larger amount of North Da- 
kota and Montana seed coming to Minne- 
apolis. It also loosened up some seed that 
the elevator companies had purchased and 


hedged in the May future, waiting for 
the usual narrowing of the spread _be- 
tween that future and the cash market. 
This week there was very little seed of- 
fered to arrive and the elevator com- 
panies claim to have shipped out most 


of their carload holdings. However, there 
is a lot of small lots in country elevators 
that tctal up quite liberally, but the own- 
ers will hold until freer farm deliveries 
give them an opportunity to fill out a car- 
load. 

The farm movement of seed fell off 
sharply for no particular reason. Prices 
are still very high and the farmers are 
not storing any seed. About the only 
thing that seems to restrict hauling is 
the condition of the roads, Elevator com- 
panies expect liberal deliveries soon 
as there is enough snow to make hauling 
good. There is a large amount of flax- 
seed tied up in transit between North Da- 
kota points and Minneapolis. The con- 
gestion in Minneapolis yards is bad and 
at least one railroad company is holding 
back large quantities of grain at country 
points waiting for the local situation to 
be cleared up some. As soon as there is 
improvement here no doubt the receipts 
will pick up again. 

The futures showed a tendency to react 
from time to time, probably because of the 
heavy offerings of new Argentine seed. 
Local crushers have been receiving tele- 
grams daily offering lots of 100,000 bushels 
and mere for shipment late this month or 
early next. Prices quoted were as low as 
$1.64 New York. Bids were asked for. 
Just how the Argentine shippers expect 
to get the seed up here is a matter of 
conjecture, but, judging from some of the 
correspondence received by local crushers, 
they expect to move at least some of it 
by sailing vessels. Lack of steamers will 
not prevent the movement of seed to 
North America, if the reports coming 
from Europe are correct concerning the 
restrictions put on the importations of 
seed into Holland. According to local 
advices, where Holland imported millions

of bushels of seed from the last Argen- 
tine crop, the amount allowed in hun- 
dred thousands this year. If the Argen- 


tine crop mounts up over the 30,000,000- 
bushel level the shippers in that country 
are going to find some way of getting it 
to a market, and the natural market un-

That there is an Overweaning desire to 
get rid of the new crop is indicated by 
the early and pressing offers from that 


country, probably due to the developments 
in Europe. There is no change in the 
bullish domestic situation, but the Argen- 


tine situation is giving the flax bulls 
something to think over. 
When the Duluth May future rallied 


sharply Jocal crushers began to increase 
the cash discounts, refusing to follow the 
advance. Some seed sold as high as May 
price last week, but this week the dis- 
counts have widened out to 4c. under the 
May for the best seed. 
ment of the week past originated 
South Dakota and Minnesota. Nearly 
half came from North Dakota and Mon- 
tana, and a car or so of Canadian seed 
was reported. Minnesota seed costinues 
to show poor average quality, while that 
from South Dakota is fair. Most of the 
Montana seed is very good, and the North 
Dakota shipments show variety, though 
there seems to be less scabby stuff com- 
ing from that State now. 

Compared with a year ago, the move- 
ment of the past week was very liberal. 
Local elevator stocks gained 530.000 bushels, 
and Duluth stocks gained 175,000 bushels, 
though the gain at Duluth was more 
than offset by a cargo of 237,360 bushels 
that was shipped out late last week. 
There is considerable flaxseed in railroad 
yards at Minneapolis that does not show

up in the visible supply. Local crushers 
are not running heavily, but are using 
considerable seed every day. The run will 
probably be lighter before the end of 
December, but will pick up again after 
the turn of the year. Oil buyers are not 
taking deliveries very freely at present 
and are making no fresh purchases of 
importance. In fact, the oil market is 
about as dead as it ever has been in 
December, and there is no great need of 
raw material. However, there has been 


no accumulation of supplies in local ele- 
vators, and if the movement from the 
country fails to pick up after the first 


of the year there will be no large margin 


of supplies on hand to keep the mills 
operating. As yet there has been no 
serious threat of large importations of 
Canadian seed. A few straggling car 
loads have come in from time to time, 
but no round lots have been offered to 
arrive. Unless the United Kingdom is in 


a position to use the Canadian seed freely 
no doubt there will be a lot of it offered 
for sale in domestic markets before a new 
crop is put into the ground. The last 
government estimate of 13,000,000 bushels 
for the domestic crop is nearer in line 
with private estimates, but still consid- 
ered too high. The crushers have asserted 
right along that the domestic crop did 
not total over 12,000,000 bushels, and the 
government evidently took into considera- 
tion the large amount of damage done by 
late spring and early fall frosts. The 
government figures had little market ef- 
fect, as the traders had largely discounted 
the situation on private news. ’ 
Reports from line elevator companies 
indicate that the country elevator stocks 
are quite a bit smaller than they were 
a year ago. To date there has been a 








total of about 8,000,000 bushels of the 
crop moved, and, using the government 
estimate of 13,000,000 bushels for the crop, 
there is only 5,000,000 bushels left to mar- 
ket, and considerable of that is tied up in 
railroad cars. The clean-up of the 1914

crop was about as 
be; in fact, it was stated a number of 
times that the clean-up was the most 


thorough in the history of the Northwest. 
With only 5,000,000 bushels of domestic 
seed to work on and no important oil 
stocks in the hands of the trade, there 
is increasing evidence that foreign seed 
will have to be imported before very long, 
whether Canadian or Argentine depends 
on the offers made.

There is really very little to say about 
the oil market. Sales for prompt ship- 
ment concern small lots, and even they 
are very scattering and unimportant. 


There is a little jobbing trade right along. 
but the big paint mixers are not only lax 
in placing fresh orders, but are also slow 
in furnishing shipping directions on old 
and maturing orders. One day this week 
only one car of oil was shipped out of 
the local market. Not much of a-market 
is expected in the month of December, 
but trade this year is about as dull as it 
ever has been in the history of the trade. 
There is some inquiry for deferred oil 
from) time to time, but the buyers are 
bidding away below the market and the 
sellers refuse to consider the offers. No 
important bookings of either spot or de- 
for the week past.

Some crushers are well sold out 
for December and early January ship- 
ment and are not pressing the market 
with fresh offerings. If they can get 


$35.50 they will book an order; if not they 


are indifferent. A fair amount of trade 
is reported around $36, buyers over con- 
siderable territory placing orders at that 





level. At times the crushers sell as low 
as $35.50 when they are threatened with 
a slight accumulation. On the whole, 
there is a good demand, with improve- 


ment in prospect. All of the present out- 
put is shipped out as soon as mamnufac- 
tured, and there is no accumulation re- 
portable. The output is not large. Mill- 
feeds continue high and are not in very 
plentiful supply. As long as the mill- 
feed situation holds firm and offerings 


are moderate there are hopes for a good 
meal market. The best market of the 
season is just ahead, and most of the 
crushers are willing to wait developments. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

While there have been no important 
orders placed for cake, at the same time 
the inquiry has been persistent. Eastern 
asking for 


exporters are quotations on 
round lots for shipment after the first 
of the year, but, considering the level of 


the meal market and the limited supplies 


being turned out, their bids are ridicu- 
lously low. A few bids in the vicinity of 
$38 New York have been received, which 


would net about $33.50 Minneapolis. With 
meal going at about $36 there is no reason 
why crushers should sell cake. Should 
the ocean freight situation improve, there 
is a chance of doing some business at a 
profit, but present indications are not at 
all favorable.

THE DULUTH MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, Minn., Dec. 15, 1915 

A combination which helped put up the 
market today is likely to wield a consid- 
erable influence for some time, is the be- 
lief of traders here. This combination 
consists of the apparent scarcity of seed 
in crushers’ hands and the big drop in 
crop figures. 

The latter came somewhat too late to- 
day to cut as much of a figure in ihe 
market as it otherwise might. The new 


statement concerning the flax crop is that 
it amounted to 13,800,000 bushels. This, 
against the government's former crop es- 
timate of 18,446,000 bushels, is consider- 
able of a drop and is very likely to be a 
factor in market figuring. It may possibly 


be offset, however, by the fact that the 
traders have paid but little attention to 
the government figures and have held all 
along that the crop would eventually be 


shown to be much less than Uncle Sam's 
experts sized it up to be. In case they 
have been trading on that belief the es- 
timate just made will not be so influential, 
but if they have not, a bull movement 
may result. 

That the seed held by crushers is not so 
large as they would like is evidenced by 
the fact that just as soon as lake navi- 
gation has closed—that taking place last 
Sunday night so far as shipping out is 
concerned—all-rail shipments have begun. 
Five thousand bushels of seed were sent 
to Chicago yesterday and it is understood 
that more is to follow. With the heavy 
shipments that were sent East by lake, 
it was hardly expected that all-rail ship- 
ments would begin so soon. 

The low point in the past week was 
reached Saturday, with the market show- 
ing stronger since, although it suffered 
a slight setback yesterday. But traders 
here are of the opinion that it is due for 
a further advance for some days at least, 
and if the all-rail business keeps up, will 
have considerable of a boost for some 
time.

Fe railroad, involving alleged excessive 
switching charges on shipments of oil 


from Lawrenceville to San Francisco, Cal. 

The commission has dismissed a com- 
plaint made by the Peet Brothers Manu- 
facturing Company, of Kansas City, in 
which the objections were made to trans- 
portation rates on soap from Kansas City, 


Mo., to Oklahoma. The commission finds 
that the rates charged by tthe carriers 
are not unreasonable nor unjustly dis- 


criminatory. 

The commission has approved a request 
made by the carriers in the South and 
Southwest for the right to ignore the 
fourth section of the Interstate Commerce 
law on shipments of basic phosphate, 
from Birmingham, Ala., to points on the 
Vicksburg, Shreveport & Pacific road. 
The request is that a rate similar to that 
given to fertilizer may be allowed. The 
commission approves the request with the 
reservation that the _ rates ablished 
shall be open to complaint, i stigation 
and correction. 





The commission has denied a request 
made by the Louisville, Henderson and 
St. Louis road to ignore the provisions 
of the fourth section of the Interstate 


Commerce law on shipments of alcohol in 
tank cars from Owensboro, Ky., to New 
York city. The carriers desire to estab- 
lish a rate on the basis of fifth class. 





New Mexican Oil Field Decree. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 
An elaborate report has been received 
at the Commerce Department from Tam- 
pico, giving the details of a new decree 
covering operations in Mexican oil fields. 
Under the terms of this decree only corh- 
panies and persons may engage in the oil 
industry in Mexico on filing certain data 
with the Department of Petroleum in the 
Division of Mines and Petroleum, on the 
filing of which data legal status is given 
the Mexican Republic to such oper- 

ators. 


The data required by this decree covers 
of 


in 


many details as to the organization 
corporations; the properties on which 
they are to operate; character of the 


leases and descriptions of pipe lines used, 
all in minute detail, giving also the loca- 
tion of operating camps, number of wells, 
depths, ete. Provision is made for for- 
feiture of rights on failure to present the 
required data for registration. This re- 
port from Tampico further says:— 

There are now over 250 companies organized 
in the Tampico district, but only a very small 
percentage of this number are operating. The 
others have acquired leases and have repre- 
sentatives scattered over the United States 
selling stock in order to raise money to com- 
mence operations. Many of these companies 
have no representatives at all in Tampico, and 
for their benefit this decree should be given 
as much publicity as possible.

There is keen interest in the market 
for prepared paints, owing to rumors 
that manufacturers will be forced to 
put prices to higher levels in order to 
cover the increased costs of raw ma- 
terials. The subject of mixed paints 
is discussed on the tditorial pages of 
this issue. Another feature which has 
come into prominence this week is the 
embargo placed on shipments by some 
of the railroads. This is said to af- 
fect manufacturers located at Western 
points who have contracts to deliver 
paints in the East. It is reported that 
manufacturers of zine oxide haye 
closed some contracts for 1916 deliv- 
ery. The prices for such contracts 
were reported some weeks ago. Quick- 
silver was again advanced in price 
this week, and vermilion reds are in 
a very firm position, and bids for mod- 
erate lots are said to have gone un- 
filled owing to the scarcity of offer- 
ings. Varnish gums are among the 
items which closed the week in a 
stronger position than in our last re- 
port. Kauri gums are especially firm, 
and. higher quotations are predicted. 
Linseed oil was weaker in the early 
part of the week, and crushers were 
looking for bids for shipments over the 
first three or four months of next year. 
On Wednesday the final estimate of 
the Government on the flax crop was 
issued, and this was of a bullish na- 
ture and had a strengthening effect on 
the oil market. Other paint-making 
oils are also firmer this week, with 
ocean freights playing an important 
part in the case of soya bean and 
China wood oils. Naphthas are likely 
to go to higher figures, as demand is 
active and all mineral oil products 
are on the upward trend. Lithopone 
is firmer, and contracts are no longer 
offered at 7c. per pound, as producers 
are reported to be about sold up, and 
some large buyers say it is doubtful if 
8c. can be done in the present market. 
A review of the linseed oil and naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 23, respectively. On page 12 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation. A report on alcohol 
will be found under the drug market. 
Comment on the important items in 
the paint trade follows:— 

LEAD ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 

PIG LEAD.—The market was fea- 
tured by another advance in quota- 
tions during the period and sellers are 
now quoting 5.4c. per pound. The for- 
eign situation is largely responsible 
for the firmness in values and higher 
prices at London are usually followed 
by similar advances here. Demand 
for pig lead was reported as quiet 
after the advance. St. Louis quotes 
5.27%c. per pound. Lead ore at Joplin 
is $70@72 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The stronger metal market this 
week was reflected in the market for 
the pigments, but leading sellers are 
holding prices for the latter at the 
former levels and are offering dry 
white lead at 64c. per pound to buy- 
ers of large quantities, with the usual 
advances for smaller amounts. Lead 
in oil is steady at 7%4c. per pound, with 
a good demand for this time of year. 
The good call for paints is said to have 
caused a large distribution of white 
lead during recent months and in ad- 
dition there has been a good export 
movement. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Large amounts of basic sul- 
phate white lead are still offered at 6c. 
per pound, with some jobbing call on 
which prices are 64c. per pound. The 
undertone to the market was firmer 
at the close of the week and further 
rises in quotations for pig lead are 
liable to influence quotations for this 
pigment. 

RED LEAD.—Bids for Canal Sup- 
plies opened on December 13 included 
5,000 pounds of dry red lead on which 
the low bid was $3,175, or on a basis 
of 6.35e. per pound. The local market 
for dry red lead is holding steady at 
744c. per pound and demand is normal. 
Red lead in oil is selling both in round 
lots and in jobbing quantities. Prices 
depend upon quantity, with the inside 
figure at 8c. per pound. 

LITHARGE.—Producers of litharge 
are keeping the open quotation for 
round lots at 6%c. per pound, with the 
market firmer in tone, due to uncer- 
tainty about the future position of the 
metal. Bids were opened this week for 
1,000 pounds of litharge for the Canal 
Committee and the low bid was on a 
basis of 6.35c. per pound. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—A steady 
market has ruled for this material for 
some time and there was nothing new 
in the situation during the current 
week. Prices are named at 9c. per 
pound and normal amounts are said to 
be passing to the consuming trades at 
that figure 

SPELTER.—Prices for spelter were 
irregular during the period. Domestic 


markets are following closely the Lon- 
don market and advances there are re- 
garded as indications of a_ better 
chance for exports, and sellers are not 
slow to advance their asking prices. 
Late in the week foreign markets fell 
away in price and aS demand in do- 
mestic markets was slow values here 
also were easier. New York quotes 
around l7c. per pound for prompt and 
shipments are lower as the dates of 
delivery become more distant. St. 
Louis quotes l7c. Zinc ore at Joplin is 
$80@90 per ton. 

ZINCS—It is reported that producers 
of domestic grades of zinc oxide have 
already accepted some contracts for 
delivery over the first half of next 
year. Inquiry for zincs is good, and 
this material has assumed unusual im- 
portance to manufacturers of pre- 
pared paints, as the higher prices 
quoted for 1916 contracts play an im- 
portant part in fixing the values for 
the finished paints. Offers of imported 
grades are heard at 26c. per pound for 
red seal, duty paid, and the same of- 
ferings are held at 23\%c. per pound in 
bond. These offers are largely nomi- 
nal, however, as stocks are small and 
the offers are made subject to previous 
sale. It is stated that some consumers 
of zine oxide, who have been large 
users of imported grades in the past, 
are likely to find difficulty in getting 
large amounts of domestic grades for 
the coming year, as producers are 
adopting the policy of protecting their 
regular customers. In point with 
this is the report that one large buyer, 
whose requirements would run in ex- 
cess of 1,000 tons of zinc oxide, is of- 
tered only six tons of domestic mate- 
rial for the first six months of 1916. 
Producers are said to be allotting 
their stocks according to the amounts 
taken by the various consumers dur- 
ing the current year. As contracts are 
taken only over the first half of next 
year the amounts given to buyers rep- 
resents one-half what they actually 
took this year. It is also claimed that 
distinction is made between the 
amounts actually taken and _ the 
amounts as specified in the old con- 
tracts. Many consumers are said to 
have taken less this year than they 
were entitled to according to the 
terms of their contracts, and it is on 
the basis of actual deliveries that 
present allotments are being made. 
Another ceature of the new contracts 
is that buyers are required to take 
equal amounts each month. The con- 
tract price for the first half of next 
year has been fixed at 85%@8%c. per 
pound for American process zinc oxide. 
The range in price is according to 
quantity, and the lowest figure ap- 
plies to fifty-ton lots. Selected offer- 
ings of American process zinc oxide 
are quoted at 9%@9%c. per pound. 
Leaded zines are held at 6%@65%c. per 
pound, with the better grades at 8%@ 
8%c. per pound. /Mhese prices are 
f.o.b. shipping point, and refer to 
shipment in barels. French process 
zine oxide is offered on contracts over 
the first quarter of next year at 16@ 
164%c. per pound for red seal, 
16%c. per pound for green seal, 
17@17%ec. per pound for white seal. 

DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 

Of greatest importance in the mar- 
ket for blacks is the firmness of lamp- 
black due to the use of the raw mate- 
rials in other fields, so that the stocks 
offered to producers of blacks are 
smaller and are commanding higher 
prices than was the case a year ago. 
As a result lampblack is selling above 
the figures quoted a short time ago, 
and sellers are said to be holding out 
for full prices at the higher levels. 
Carbon gas black is steady and in 
good demand. Mineral blacks are 
moving in a routine way, with values 
depending upon grade. Prices for 
lampblack are given at 5%4@l5ic per 
pound, according to grade. Carbon gas 
blacks are 5%@7c ver pound. Mineral 
blacks are $18@25 per ton.

roads. If this condition should con- 
tinue for a lengthy period the market 
would be placed in an unfavorable pos- 
ition. Quotations for ocher are $14@ 
20 per ton. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


BARYTES—Outside of difficulty in 
making shipments from some points, 
the situation in barytes shows very 
little change. There is keen competi- 
tion among sellers, and this is keeping 
values at rather low levels. Export 
inquiry is present, and stocks are be- 
ing shipped abroad. Prices vary ac- 
cording to grade, and as some sellers 
are quoting f. 0. b. works, it is evident 
that values at different delivered points 
depends upon freight charges. The 
local market quotes $16@21 per ton, ac- 
cording to grade. 

CHALK—The output of the chalk 
mines is smaller than normal, owing 
to the shortage of labor, and this con- 
dition is likely to continue as long as 
the war continues in Europe. The 
question of getting the chalk from the 
mines to shipping points is said to be 
of minor importance, although it en- 
tails an additional expense, but the 
main difficulty is in getting tonnage 
to bring the supplies to this country. 
No new developments were reported 
this week, and quotations on chalk are 
still largely nominal. One report states 
that offers have been made on a basis 
of $3.90 per ton, ex-vessel, but this 
seems to be rather low, and recent 
sales here have been at higher figures 
and values are given as closer to $4.25 
per ton, ex-vessel. 

BLANC FIXE—Supplies of this ma- 
terial are said to be low, and prices 
are nominal for round lots. Some of- 
fers of moderate amounts are said to 
have been made at 4c. per pound. 

LITHOPONE—Inquiry for lithopone 
on contracts is said to have brought 
no better offer than 8c. per pound, al- 
though contracts were accepted a short 
time ago at 6%@7c. per pound. Mak- 
ers are well sold up, and the spot 
market likewise is firm, with very little 
material offered, and nothing is re- 
ported as available under 8c. per 
pound. Some imported grades of lith- 
opone are reported at 8c. per pound 
for car lots and 8%c. per pound for 
less than car lots. 

WHITING.—There is fair distribu- 
tion of whiting with the rubber and 
paint trades as the largest consumers. 
The situation has not changed during 
the interval. Some contracts are being 
taken for delivery next year and this 
side of the market is of interest to 
buyers. All producers are not in the 
same position as far as supplies of 
raw materials are concerned and this 
may become a market factor later on 
as deliveries on contracts will depend 
upon the ability of the grinder to ob- 
tain raw materials. Prices for whit- 
ing are quoted at:— 

GLUES. 

Routine deliveries of glues are taking 
moderate amounts to the various con- 
suming trades but new business is 
light and the market is without feat- 
ure. Demand for domestic grades is 
said to have improved with the ad- 
vance of the year and buying is re- 
ported on a normal basis over recent 
months, whereas at the beginning of 
1915 the demand for glues was said to 
be below 75 per cent. of normal. Prices 
vary according to grade and seller. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


A very firm market exists for all 
grades of Kauri gum. This is partly 
due to increased demand from con- 
sumers and to complications in ship- 
ping. Reports from Auckland say there 
have been heavy shipments of wool 
from there and that very little freight 
room was available for gum. This 
causes delay in shipments and trans- 
portation costs also are higher. A feat- 
ure of the situation is the good call for 
brown grades which is stimulated by 
scarcity of the pale selections. Some 
of the highest grades of selected gum 
quoted at $1.10 per pound. Re-

scraped pale grades are 55@85c. per 
pound, according to quality. Light 


brown kauri is 264%c. per pound. Ordi- 
nary brown chips are 8c. per pound. 
Offerings of manilas, damar, pontianac 
and copals are light and there is a 
general firmness in the entire varnish 
gum list. Singapore damar is 19%%c. 
per pound for No. 1 and 14%c. for No, 
2. Batavia damar is l6c. per pound.

President Culbertson’s Monthly Letter 


The monthly letter of President Culbert- 
son, of the Interstate Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association, contains many references 
of interest on the November’ develop- 
ments affecting the industrv His first 
specific treatment is on weighing and in- 
spection at New Orleans, as a result of a 
complaint of short weights on shipments 
of cake there. Tests were made by the 
sworn inspector in the presence of the 
association representative, and Mr. Cul- 
bertsom states that they indicate greater 
correctness than the average railroad 
scale Che asscciation’s weigher stated 
“That the difference in weights here are 
not due to fdulty scales or weighing, as 
while we differ with some mills, in the 
majority of our weights run close 
to mill weights. Considering the great 
numbe1 mills we weigh against there 
are very few with which we differ.”’ 

\ further reference to the subject is 
made by the official weigher as follows:— 

Due to improper loading and the lack of 
grain doors, a large percentage of the cars 
in which bulk cake is shipped to New Or- 
leans arrive in bad condition, causing con- 
siderable loss in weight 

Under no circumstances 
be shipped in cars that 
with grain doors These 
be simply strips of 1x6 or 
nailed on both sides of the 
ping them about six inches. Particularly, 
they should fit tight at the floors, to pre- 
vent small particles from sifting through 
They should also extend at least two feet 
above the cake, as cake during transit has 
a tendency to shift to the center of the 
car, bulging the outer doors and allowing 
the cake to fall through. It is also im- 
portant that the mills add the weight of 
the cars, when same are weighed at the 
mills, as grain doors are always put back 
in the cars after they are unloaded in New 
Orleans, and are weighed with the empty 
cars. Consequently, if the mills do not add 
the weight of the grain doors to their tare 
it will cause an appreciable difference in 
weight between the mill tare and ours

HONDURAS (Continued). 

In consequence of the heavy rainfall 
there is abundant pasturage at all 
sons of the year in Honduras. Beef cattle 
are never fattened on grain and but little 
is used for draft animals. Pasturage is 
ordinarily supplemented by the generous 
use ef green bananas. The enormous 
quantity of bunches rejected by the fruit 


sea- 


companies and the still greater number 
of umdersized bunches never offered for 
sale are so plentiful as to be without 
value other than the cost of transporta- 
tion. 

The conditions reported in Honduras 
are much the same in all of the Central 


American States. Exception is made, of 
course, for Panama, where there has been 


a heavy consumption of cottonseed oil 
and even a noteworthy demand for oil 
cake since the beginning of the work on 
the canal. 


URUGUAY. 

Despite its small size, Uruguay has been 
one of the most important markets for 
American cottonseed oil. Five years ago 
it imported more than any other South 
American country. Since then Argentina 
and Chile have developed more extensive 
demands. During the quinquennial period 
1905-19099 the amnual import of American

oil to Uruguay had an average value of 





$135,000. During the period 1910-1914 it 
averaged $287,000. It was $334,000 in 1914. 
The consul at Montevideo states that 


the favorite method of packing is the case 
of two tins, each tin containing four gal- 
lous. The import in barrels, of about 460 
pounds gross weight, is much smaller. 
Firms usually order 500 cases of twenty- 





five barre at a time. Oil received in 
barrels is emptied at omce into tanks. 
There is occasional complaint made of 
bad packing, enough to warrant urging 


greater care in this connection. 
Prime winter yellow is the only quality 











in demand. Summer oil, no matter how 
low the rate, is not in favor, on account 
of the liability to become turbid in cold 
weather. 

Prices vary considerably The be 
known brand was quoted in March D 
at 72 cents in cases and at 64 cents in 
barrels per gallon c. i. f. Montevideo, but 
without including war imsurance. Prices 
are always given ec. i. f.

Neither in Uruguay nor in any other 
South American country has any market 
been established for cottonseed cake. It 
is not probable that much can be done 
in this direction until dairy interests are 
far more highly developed than is the 


case at present. 
ARGENTINA. 
The growth of American exports of cot- 


tonseed oil to Argentina has been note- 
worthy. Without a_ single retrograde 
movement it has advanced from an an- 
nual value of $41,000 in 1905 to $211.000 in 
1910 and $1,158,000 in 1914 No other com- 
peting rival has attempted to enter this 
market to any serious extent American 
oii constitutes 98 per cont. of the import. 

The consulate gener: 1 at Buenos Aires 
reports that the oil i: not employed to 
any appreciable exte: t in soap mating, 
that industry using animal fats almost 
exclusively. Its sole use is for culinary 
purposes, and a large share of the import 


is devoted to the adulteration of olive ofl 


The latter remains the favorite oil of the 
population of Italian and Spanish origin. 
Despite the very notable increase im the 


consumption of cottonseed oil, 
Olive oil are growing steadily. 
aged annually 21,300 short tons during 
1909-1911 and 28,200 tons during 1912-13. 
At Rosario, before the war, the best 
grade of pure olive oil in cans was sold 
wholesale at 24.8 cents per pound and re- 
tailed at 27 cents. Cottonseed oil costs 
slightly more than half these rates, but 
little is sold as such. Most of the supply 
reaches the consumer in the form of dif-

ferent grades of “olive oil,” retailing at 
prices from 15 cents up per pound 

The price of olive oil has risen about 
10 per cent. since August, 1914. The duty 
on edible oils in cans and casks is 4.5 
cents per pound, based on gross weight.

cheaper cottonseed product 

Nearly all the imports of cottonseed oil 
arrive at Buenos Aires. A list of whole- 
sale dealers is on file in the Bureau of 





Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 
It is worthy of note that the Govern- 


ment of Argentina is making earnest ef- 
forts to encourage the establishment of 
cotton culture within its borders. There 
are districts along the northern frontier 
where soil and climate appear to favor 
the production of a fair grade of the 
staple. It is possible that at an early 
date oil crushing may be introduced and 
that the demands of the local mar'-et 
may be met in part by oll of domestic 
manufacture. There is smal!l lI'kelihood 
that the industry will ever become a 
powerful factor in the South American 
situation. 


CHILE. 


Another rapid development of a market 






for American cottonseed oil is found in 
Chile. Annual exports averaged in value 
$80,000 during the period of 1905-1909. The 
average rose to $342,000 during the past 
five years. It was $437,000 in 1914. The 





American oil constitutes over one-half of 
all imported edible oils. 

Although Chile does not produce cotton, 
it has made a start to cover in part the 


local demand for cottonseed oil by a do- 
mestic product A factory has been 
erected with an annual capacity of 900 
short tons of oil. Cottonseed brought 
from Peru is used for crushing. The re- 
fined product is a fair grade of cooking 
oil, and sells at a price somewhat below 
that asked for imported oil. The latter, 
in tins. retails in Valparaiso at 43 cents 
per quart, the domestic product at 40 
cents. As in Argentina, much of the cot-

At Iquique American cottonseed oil in 
cases of twelve gallons is sold to the re- 
tailer at $12.50 per case. The consumer 
pays an advance of about 15 per cent.

$18.46 per case. The consumer pays 7 
cents per liter (one liter equals 0.264 gar- 


lon). For French olive oil he pays 86 
cents per liter. 

CANADA, 
The sale of American cottonseed oil in 


Canada has grown in the most healthful 
manner. The value of the annual export 
averaged $457,000 during the quinquennial 
period ending in 1909, and $1,241,000 during 
the period ending in 1914. It was $230,000 
in 195 and $1,576,000 in 1914. Evidently the 
trade 1s in a most prosperous condition 
of development. 

The case is relatively much the same 
with the shipment to Canada of oil cake, 
and especially meal. The annual value 
of the export during the quiquennial pe- 
riod ending 1909 averaged $19,000. During 
the period ending 1914 it was $76,000. In 
1905 the export was $10,600; in 1914, $99,000. 
While the ratio of increase is more than 
satisfactory, it is felt that the actual vol- 
ume of the export is far below what it 
siuould be.

Wied Alcohol as Denaturant. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Dec. 17, 1915 






The United States Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue has announced in a 
‘Treasury decision (T. D. 3368) a change in 
the specifications for wood alcohol used 
as a denaturant. This decision is con- 
veyed to collectors of internal revenue 
and oihers concerned, and is as fol- 
lows: 

The office desires to change the specifications 
in regard to acetone content only, for wood 
alcohol to be us as a denaturant. There- 
fore, paragraph should read as follows:— 

5 Acetone Content.—It must contain not 
more than twenty of less than ten grams per 


100 c, c. of acetone and other substances esti- 
mated as acetone when tested by the following 
method (Messinger):— 

One c. c. of mixture of 10 c. c. wood alcohol 
with 90 c. c. of water is treated with 10 c. c. 
of double normal soda solution. Then 50 ¢. c. 
of N/10 iodine solution are added while shak- 
ng, and the mixture made acid with dilute 
sulphuric acid three minutes after the addition 
of the iodine. The excess of iodine is titrated 
back with N/10 sodium thiosulphate solution, 





using a few drops of starch solution for an 
indicator. From 10.3 to 20.7 ¢. c. of N/10 
iodine solution should be used by the spirit 


The solution should be kept at a temperature 
between 15 degrees and 20 degrees C.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 

There is said to be some inquiry for 
oil meal in the local market and sales 
are said to have gone through at $41.50 
per ton and some sellers are asking 
$42 per ton. The cake situation has 
been rather bad for Western crushers 
on account of difficulty in moving sup- 
plies over the railroads to shipping 
points. Prices for cake in the local 
market are holding steady, with $38.50 
@40 per ton quoted. Exports were 
noted this week to Rotterdam and 
Copenhagen. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


Prices have again moved in an irreg- 
ular manner, and the market has been 
given to much uncertainty, without 
disclosing any definite trend. During 
the early part of the week values dis- 
played an advancing tendency, but 
fear of unfavorable diplomatic rela- 
tions toward the close depressed prac- 
tically all of the speculative market, 
and cottonseed oil proved no exception. 
Trading in the aggregate has shown a 
falling off, and at intervals the market 
Was exceedingly dull, with the usual 
signs of holiday spirit. It was reported 
that Southern interests have increased 
their long holdings to a moderate ex- 
tent, and that refiners bought the near- 
by deliveries and sold the latter fu- 
tures. Many long outside holders of 
January contracts have shown a dis- 
position to liquidate and take on 
March or May, and a goodly part of 
the week’s operations was confined to 
this kind of trading. Reports of a

Petroleum-Paraffine Wax Freight 
Rates. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 

A large number of railroads in the 
Southwest have united in a request to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which has been granted, that in the tar- 
iffs filed by these carriers on petroleum 
products shipped from points of origin to 
Gulf the railroad thus may ignore 
the provisions of the fourth section of 
the Interstate Commerce law of those 
paragraphs in these tariffs relating to 
shipments of paraffine wax in carload 
lots of 40,000 pounds. The rate proposed 
under this request is 20 cents a hundred 
in carload lots from points of origin to 
Gulf ports for export. The commission 
has approved this rate with the reserva- 
tin that the rate shall be subject to com- 
plaint, investigation and correction.

Marseilles. Manila producers seem to 
be well sold up on shipments extending 
tu next March, and, therefore, were vir- 
tually out of the market. The arrival 
of 220 barrels of cocoanut oil from Bar- 
acoa was noted last week. White Cey- 
lon oil on spot was nominally quoted at 
15c. per pound. Prime Cochin oil on 
spot closed at 15%@i6c. per pound, 
while on December-January shipment 
from the East 12c. was the asking price. 

CORN OIL.—Demand was less active, 
but prices were well maintained 
throughout the week. Production is 
close to capacity, but there seems to be 
no accumulation of supplies. Leading 
interests quote the market at $7.85 per 
hundred pounds, car lots, in cooperage, 
equal to $7.40 in tank cars. tefined 
corn oil met with a steady demand, and, 
with cottonseed oil holding firm, prices 
underwent no change, closing the week 
at $8.45 per hundred pounds, car lots 
in cooperage. 

OLIVE OIL.—Prices were strong, re- 
flecting the high position of primary 
markets. Stocks on hand were moder- 
ate in volume, and, while the demand 
was quiet, holders took a firm view of 
the situation. Denatured olive oil on 
spot was quoted at 90@94c. per gallon. 
Prime green olive oil foots on_ spot 
closed at 9%c. per pound, with ordinary 
stock available around 9@9%4c. per 
pound. 

PALM OIL.—While the Liverpool 
market was unsettled, prices here were 
generally steady, closing unchanged. 
The demand was described as routine 
only, both as regards spot and forward 
business. Lagos oil on spot closed at 
8%c. per pound, with forward ship- 
ments available a shade under this 
basis. Prime red oil on spot was of- 
fered at 8%4c. per pound, with forward 
shipments at 8c. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—On Friday 
Liverpool cabled palm kernel oil for.

PEANUT OIL.—There was no im- 
provement in the demand for the soap 
grades of peanut oil. Prices, however, 
were steady in sympathy with foreign 
markets. Importers were asking from 
68c. to 72c. per gallon for soap-stock. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Imports have 
been light and offerings at the close of 
the week were comparatively small. 
The market was strong, refined rape- 
seed oil being held at 90c. per gallon, 
with the blown at 94c. There has been 
no improvement in the foreign situa- 
tion. Receipts of seed at crushing cen- 
ters have been meager, and this, com- 
bined with lack of labor and slow 
transportation, tends to hold the mar- 
ket firm at the abnormally high level 
prevailing. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Business was 
quiet, but prices ruled firm in all quar- 
ters. Foreign markets were strong, 
Hull closing the week on the basis of 
35s per hundredweight, against 33s 9d 
a week ago.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OIL.—Several round parcels ar- 
rived during the past week from New- 
foundland, but this oil failed to relieve 
the existing scarcity. The stocks on 
hand are limited and, with offerings 
through first hands comparatively 
small, the situation at the close of the 
week was strong. Leading importers 
quote the market for prime Newfound- 
land cod oil at 61@63c. per pound, only 
jobbing lots changing hands at the 
inside figure. Domestic cod oil closed 
unchanged at 59@60c. per gallon. Late 
in the week it was announced that a 
permit would have to be obtained from 
the government of Newfoundland be- 
fore further exports can be made. This 
is in line with the policy of all British 
colonies, so as to prevent merchandise 
from being resold to any of Great Brit- 
ain’s enemies. 

DEGRAS.—The market was quiet, 
but steady. A quantity of domestic 
degras was offered during the week 
on the basis of 6c. per pound. For im- 
ported degras dealers were asking 
from 6% to 7c. per pound, as to quality. 
Foreign markets were firm, but un- 
changed, according to private cables. 

LARD OIL.—There was a steady de- 
mand for the off grades of lard oil, 
and, with raw materials holding at 
high levels, the market closed strong 
and wholly nominal. There was a 
good export inquiry and the domestic 
demand continued to show improve- 
ment, due to the strength in competing 
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oils. Dealers take a firm view of the 
situation. Prime burning lard oil 
closed at 92@96c. per gallon, with the

MENHADEN OIL.—Stocks of crude 
oil are limited and firmly held by: first 
hands.

RED OIL.—There was no improve- 
ment in the consuming demand and, 
with offerings liberal, prices at the 
close were barely steady. Prices cov- 
ered a wide range, however, owing to 
the various grades on the market. 
Saponified red oil was quoted at 54%4@ 
6%4c. per pound, with the elaine at 
5@5'tec. per pound. 

STEARIC ACID.—There was a firm 
tone to the market, but prices closed 
the week ‘unchanged. Demand was 
fairly active, and, with stocks on hand 
limited, especially of the higher grades, 
dealers were asking full prices.

The marked improvement in general 
conditions has created a buoyant effect 
throughout the industry, and there is 
scarcely a field that does not reflect the 
keener spur to development operations, 
although these plans cannot be realized 
at this time under the unfavordble 
weather conditions. Results in the 
Mastern fields for the week show the 
effect of the more encouraging condi- 
tions, completions numbering 167, as 
against 119 previously, although the 
new daily production shows a decline 
from 2,657 to 1,759 barrels. The heav- 
iest gain in current completions was in 
Pennsylvania, but the production shows 
a heavy decline. There have been no 
important developments in the Dorsey- 
ville field of Allegheny county. One of 
the tests three-quarters of a mile in 
advance of producing limits came ina 
duster, the first difgcrediting result so 
far experienced. The old wells in the 
field maintain a creditable showing and 
are credited with an aggregate of a 
littlke more than a thousand barrels a 
day, or slightly below one hundred bar- 
rels the average of the producing 
wells.

producing properties. The current basis 
is said to be $1,000 to $1,300 on the bar- 
rel basis, as compared with 200 to 300 
three months ago. Field work has 
been sharply stimulated, but there is 
much difference of opinion as to 
whether it will have a material bear- 
ing on production. Over 1,200 wells a 
month are expected shortiy. Cushing 
maintains a fairly steady position at 
about 100,000 barrels a day. The best 
of late completions in the field is an 
800-barrel well. The outside produc- 
tion is placed at 190,000 barrels a day, 
of which Kansas contributes about 
6,000 barrels. One of the more inter- 
esting completions of the week was a 
1,500-barrel well in the old Glen pool. 

Gulf Coast field operations have 
been marked by material gain in new 
production, 9,801 barrels, as compared 
with 5,497 barrels for the former week, 
although the gain in completions was 
only from 18 to 20. Vinton contributed 
the featuring strike of the week, a 
well coming in at the rate of 5,000 bar- 
rels a day, all pure oil, located in the 
heart of the pool. Markham contribut- 
ed a well with an initial capacity of 
1,400 barrels in a section in which dry 
holes have been the rule. The new 
production of Humble for the week 
amounted to 3,180 barrels, from five 
wells. The best of the completions was 
good for 1,500 barrels. 

The Northwestern Louisiana fields 
have contributed no important results 
to the week’s record. The summary 
shows nineteen completions, 1,135 bar- 
rels of new daily production and three 
dry holes, comparing with twenty- 
seven completions, 6,420 barrels of new 
daily production and three dry holes 
for the former week, although the in- 
fluence of higher prices is reflected in 
the increased amount of new work 
started. Crichton maintains its strong 
lead, its weekly record being fourteen 
completions, of which all but one were 
producers with an initial daily total 
of 4,620 barrels. The new wells include 
a 1,500 and 1,000 barrel producer.

Lubricating Oils. 


While the market has been sub- 
jected to no quotable change, it re-

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The first annual meeting of the In- 
secticide and Disinfectant Manufac- 
turers’ Asociation, Inc., held since the 
organization of that body a year ago 
took place at the Hotel Astor, this 
city, on Monday and Tuesday of last 
week, December 13 and 14. The meet- 
ing, which was well attended by man- 
ufacturers from all parts of the coun- 
try, Was called to order by President 
Frank Hemingway, and after an ad- 
dress of welcome by S. M. Evans, of 
this city, which was responded to by 
A. S. Hickerson, of St. Louis, Presi- 
dent Hemingway read his address as 
follows: — 


President Hemingway’s Address. 


-It is exactly a year ago 
today that it was my privilege to felici- 
tate the members of this association upon 
the completion of their organization. I 
think that we are justified in congratu- 
lating ourselves today upon the progress 
made and the results accomplished, and 
I make boid as to recommend to the 
Committee on Nominations, shortly to be 
appointed, that they select, as active and 
working officers of the association, men 
in or near New York. A year from now 
we shall be in a very different position. 
We shall have a much larger membership 
and an adequate reserve fund, and 
moreover the retiring officers will have 
a complete portfolio to turn over to their 
successors, 

Your president, secretary 
hed better be all of the same city, at 
least for another year, for they must 
meet and work at frequent intervals. 

in the year passed we have had the use 
of stenographers in three offices—in your 
secretary's, in your counsel's and in mine. 
Mr. Schnell, our secretary, has given us 
the freedom of his office and in the ag- 
gregate considerable time for no consid- 
eration whatsoever. He neither makes 
nor sells any of the products in which 
we, the Brotherhood of Bewildered Bug 
Hunters, are imterested, nor can he be 
accused of seeking advertising, for we, 
none of us, use his columns. 

He did splendid work for us. Our coun- 
sel, too, needs’ protection from _ his 
friends. the beginning I sought the 
advice of my good friend, Mr. Kaye, on 
behalf of the association. It was given 
freely—in both senses of the word. Your 
board sought to make some retainer ar- 
rangement with counsel, but Mr. Kaye, 
who had experience with other associa- 
tions, knew a little of the first-yéar trials, 
and refusel compensation. 

So, gentlemen, you have had the serv- 
ices of an independent, unbiased secre- 
tary and of an attorney for a whole year 
at absolutely no cost. That has meant 
a great deal to you. Your secretary 
should always be independent, disinter- 
ested and unbiased, otherwise members 
may hesitate to write fully and frankly 
about their affairs to the association of- 
fice when seeking advice or help. 

It is with great regret that I announce 
that Mr. Schnell can continue no longer 
as secretary-treasurer. His arduous 
duties make this added task impossible. 
He is willing to serve as treasurer, as 
comparatively little trouble is involved in 
discharging the functions of this office. 
Gentlemen, I take this opportunity of 
expressing to Mr. Schnell my own deep 
und sincere appreciation of the work he 
has done on behalf of the association— 
in your behalf and on my behalf. He 
has worked for us all and worked hard, 
not for money or office, but out of pure 
good-fellowship and am inborn desire to 
help. 

A more than happy suggestion has been 
made by our retiring secretary. It is 
that we try to combine the offices of 
counsel and secretary, if Mr. Kaye can 
see it that way. 

[I recommend this suggestion for your 
most careful consideration, and I ask 
you, Mr. Kaye, .between now and the 
time of your address later this morning, 
te determine if you could carry the double 
oflice for us. The Committee on Nomi- 
nations is appointed before your address 
and reports after it, so what you could 
tell us in the meantime will help them 
to arrive at a proper decision in this 
most important matter. 

At our first general meeting I empha- 
sized the fact that there was nothing 
contentious im the character of this asso- 
ciation. I think our history today shows 
that we have lived up in every way to 
this. Early in the year we decided that 
the most pressing need was to straighten 
out the label difficulty for the manufac- 
turers of insecticides, for their 1915 season 
had already started. With this end in 
view we engaged the services, under a 
id@tainer, of the Bureau of Imdustrial 
Research in Washington, and through 
their offices we worked with the Wash- 
ington authorities to arrange for a set 
of standard labels which shouid be ac- 
ceptable. This work was completed early 
in the year and a difficulty of long stand- 
ing was straightened out in a way satis- 
factory to all concerned. 

You will hear later from the chairman 
of the Insecticide Act Committee at 
greater length about this matter, but it 
has been of inestimable value to the in- 
secticide manufacturers to have ready at 

1d standardized labels. 

It was decided to limit, as far as pos- 
sible, the direction for use On labels, as 
it was these directions which so often 
had caused trouble with the authorities, 
whose views and decisions seemed to 
change rather frequently. 
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ACT COMMITTEE REPORT 
LABELS ON PRACTICAL RATHER 
KAYE’S PLEA FOR UNIFORMITY 
LAW—ADDRESS BY DR. HAYWARD, 
DPOARD, ON ENFORCEMENT OF LAW 


Our next work was carried on at the 
suggestion of the worthy chairman of the 
Insecticide Act Committee, W. H. Rose, 
who felt strongly that directions for the 
use of insecticides should be prepared by 
a man who was not only a scientist, but 
also a practical field man. A spray calen- 
dar, or, rather, an inverted spray calen- 
dar, was, therefore, prepared in pamphlet 
form. As this has worked out, it means 
that the manufacturers are relieved of 
the necessity of the annual revision of 
their spray calendars and are given the 
benefit of purchasing uniform booklets 
covering their own advertising matter at 
a minimum of cost, the skeleton forms 
being run off in lots of several hundred 
thousand. 

It is not my intention to cheapen the as- 
sociation in any way by urging the mone- 
tary advantage of membership, but I may 
be excused for pointing out to you that 
the savings now being enjoyed by those 
insecticide manufacturers who are mem- 
bers of the association is every year many 
times the amount of their annual dues. 

We stated at the outset that one of our 
first objects was to be helpful and con- 
servative, and I think these measures 
just outlined prove that we have been. 
Moreover, many happenings indicate that 
our little association is already recog- 
nized as representative of the industry, 
and I think that it is a delightful and 
happy state of affairs that we have ac- 
complished all that has been done in com- 
plete harmony with the authorities and 
that we are gathered here today to dis- 
cuss fully and frankly our problems and 
our grievances in the presence of those 
national and State: officials with whom 
we are brought in contact. 

Another of our objects as originally set 
out was to arbitrate disputes and differ- 
ences of opinions with national, State 
and municipal authorities, and to settle 
them with a view to guarding the best 
interests of the association members, Our 
worthy counsel will tell you later what 
has been done along these lines, but, as 
prevention is always better than cure, 
and a clever pilot of more value than an 
efficient repair gang, great credit must 
be given to our attormey for the careful 
way in which he has steered us clear of 
the dangerous rocks. There is no need 
for me to touch upon what has been done 
in the way of disseminating interpreta- 
tions of the laws and various rules and 
regulations, as all of you have received 
what prinied matter has beem issued by 
the association. There is, of course, still 
much to be accomplished. We still suffer 
under what we consider the unfair inter- 
pretation of Regulation No. 5, which has 
to do with the publication of notices of 
judgment of the courts. The manufac- 
turer putting out a million small pack- 
ages is faced with the risk of being 
branded as a criminal if ome single con- 
tainer is found under weight, and the 
disinfectant manufacturers rightly object 
to the publication of such pamphlets as 
Bulletin No. 82 of the Hygienic Labora- 
tories, which, by dealing with and naming 
certain trade products and excluding oth- 
ers, leads to incorrect conclusions by the 
public. 

Some day we hope to obtain relief from 
the present method of enforcing Regu- 
lation No. 5. Under its working, perfectly 
honorable manufacturers, at their own 
expense as taxpayers, are given unpleas- 
ant publicity or notoriety through the 
kind offices of the government printery. 
This certainly is adding insult to injury. 
In the meantime, as an association of 
semi-scientists, we are rapidly producing 
an adequate supply of the mecessary al- 
kali to neutralize the acid of this un- 
pleasantness. I recommend, therefore, 
that in the coming year a more cOncen- 
trated effort be made to obtain relief 
from the present interpretation of Regu- 


lation No. 6. 


In old times the Ten Commandments 
and a few unwritten laws were sufficient 
to keep us straight. But we have moved 
forward. The Sixth Commandment has 
been modified—certain kinds of killings 
are legal, if done according to law and 
regulation. The Sixth Commandment, as 
Moses brought it down from Mt. Sinai, 
read, ‘‘Thou shalt not kill.” The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture says, ‘Let us spray 
that there may be no famine in the land.’’ 
And the Insecticide and Fungicide Board 
has elaborated the ritual. The codling 
moth must not be poisoned with a com- 
pound containing less than 12% per cent. 
of arsenic as metallic arsenicum or more 
than 580 per cent. of aqua pumpaginous, 
commonly known as water. The family 
of that noble and cultured Roman, Bacil- 
lus Typhosus, may not be poisoned with 
aught save a dose that shows on its label 
the mysterious phenol co-efficient. True 
the ritual does not yet provide which of 
the high priests shall properly determine 
and describe the co-efficient of phenol, 
but Typhosus is entitled under statute 
to this death chamber privilege, and we 
must obey the law. So, in a way, the 
history of the association whose corpo- 
rate existence spans one short year really 
rates back to Moses and Mt. Sinai. Would 
that all the laws and regulations today 
were as short and clear and simple as 
those ten. 

Nevertheless, we are faced with this 
situation and we must meet it as best we 
can, and to this end the association will 
appoint a disinfectant committee of five, 
or possibly seven, members to protect the 
interests of the manufacturers of disin- 
fectants, to carry out the intent and pur- 
pose of the importast resolution passed 
at the Cincinnati meeting and to collabo- 
rate, as far as possible, with the American 
Public Health Association, this Associa- 
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tion of Insecticide and Disinfectant Manu- 
facturers having declared itself opposed 
to all legislation which seeks to prescribe 
any of the methods now im use for the 
testing of disinfectants. 

[Indirectly as a corollary to 
matters just touched on, some attention 
should be given to the increasing atti- 
tude of paternalism adopted by the gov- 
ernment and the government departments. 
We, in our small way, should oppose 
paternalism that confines its activities to 
chastisement. A father does not refuse 
his child imstruction and chastise him if 
he fails to learn. It should not be pos- 
sible for a government department to 
attack a manufacturer on the form and 
wording of his label if previously it has 
refused to officially approve that label 
when submitted to it in advance. This 
matter has frequently come before us, 
and quotations from laws and regulations, 
notwithstanding it is am abuse plain and 
siniple. This is the sort of thing that 
goes beyond a single association; it is a 
matter of country-wide interest. It af- 
fects the rights and freedom of the citi- 
zen. A law affecting a great industry is 
passed, frequently without a proper study 
of the true conditions, and them it is ex- 
tended, amplified and complicated by in- 
numerable regulations and rules for en- 
forcement, with which the mere citizen 
is met at every turn. It is not right nor 
just nor legal in the true amd proper 
sense of the word to meet an honest man 
who is seeking relief from an obvious 
injustice with a printed copy of some 
trivial regulation or rule and say, “‘Thera 
it is; you may be right, but we cannot 
help you; that is the law; read it.” 

I remember reading with tremendous 
interest the defense of Jeremiah Black 
of the right to trial by jury. Civilians 
had been condemned to death by a mili- 
tary court and without trial by jury, and 
the Attorney General could find nothing 
in the law to save them. Perhaps our 
worthy counsel remembers the case and 
recalls whether Jeremiah Black's wonder- 
ful plea prevailed or not. Our troubles 
are mot as serious as this—$25 a throw is 
generally what happens—but the same 
general principles are involved. It has 
been said that men get the government 
they deserve, “‘the right divine of kings 
to govern wrong.” If this is wholly true, 
there must be many criminals among us. 
This is no party allusion, but the sug- 
gestion is prompted by a pretty strong 
feeling that the real workers, the force- 
ful and constructive men of today, are 
badly treated. I imagine that we have all 
of us been lax, not only the members of 
this association, but manufacturers gen- 
erally throughout the country. You will 
recall how little interest was taken by 
the manufacturers at the time of the 
framing of the present tariff. Compara- 
tively few appeared before the Ways and 
Means Committee—possibly they felt their 
chances were slim and that the time 
would be wasted; nevertheless, the effort 
should have been made. Sir _ Richard 
3oyle Roche in the House of Commons 
many years ago said that he “smelt a 
rat; he saw it hovering in the air and 
was determined to nip it in the bud.” We 
do all the smelling and seeing, but we 
do not do the nipping. Most of the time 
we don’t pay any attention at all until 
the damage is done, and then there is 
nothing left for us but calm submission 
or such activities as those to which we 
ourselves are now forced. 

Having decided not to submit, let us 
then not hesitate for a moment until we 
have arrived at a point where we may 
consider our industry amply protected 
against unnecessary and improper han- 
dicaps, purged of all undesirable trade 
abuses and classed as a highly organized 
industry. 

And with 
mend that in 
effort be made 
however small. The stimulation of local 
interest is one of the surest and, at the 
same time, quickest ways of increasing 
interest in association work and in en- 
larging membership. 

Furthermore, more and better work is 
done. Again an effort should be made to 
co-operate with active associations in al- 
lied interests, for in solving and working 
out our own particular and smaller prob- 
lens we must not forget that the in- 
terests of all manufacturers in the coun- 
try are also Our own interests. And, in 
cor.clusion, permit me to express the hope 
that the increasing good fellowship among 
our members will tend toward the elim- 
ination of some of the trade abuses now 
existing—such practices, for instance, as 
the consignment practice, and also that 
the credit situation will be better 
handled. 

Fellow manufacturers, we must wake 
up. Take a wholly selfish view of the 
matter, if you please, in realizing that if 
your industry as a whole is not successful, 
the chances are that you individually are 
not prospering. We must protect our in- 
dustries, and in what way can this be 
done better than by associated effort? 
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“All your strength is in your union: 
All your danger is in discord.” 


The address was on motion referred 
to a committee consisting of J. A. 
Blanchard, Secretary H. J. Schnell and 
Frank Hemingway, to consider the rec- 
ommendations and report at a later 
session. 

Mr. Schnell read his reports as sec- 
retary and treasurer. The former had 
to do with the work of the associa- 
tion and the latter gave details of the 
receipts amd disbursements. At a later 
session, the auditing committee, to 
whom the report of the treasurer was 
referred, reported through its chair- 
man, James A. Blanchard, that they 
examined the report and found it ccr- 
rect.

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facturers interpret the law from a busi- 
ness standpoint. Your chairman is of the 
opinion that Congress in enacting this 
law had in mind the manufacturer’s in- 
terest as well as the consumer’s. The 
action of the Insecticide and Fungicide 
Board has frequently been far from rea- 
sonable, as interpreted by the manufac- 
turer. Often a change of opinion or a 
change of decision on the part of the In- 
secticide and Fungicide Board affeeted 
the manufacturer to the extent of thou- 
sands vf labels having to be destroyed. 
being required to have labels reprinted, 
or otherwise, without redress of any 
kind. This has caused many manufac- 
turers great trouble and annoyance, and 
we are of the opinion that there should 
be absolutely no conflict between the 
members of the association as manufac- 
turers and the Insecticide and Fungicide 
sjoard so far as labels or misbranding 
is concerned, and your committee has this 
for its greatest aim. Further, there seems 
no reasun why there should not be stand- 
ard directions for the use of all recog- 
nized insecticides such as your commit- 
tee has prepared, and likewise standard 
labels for the use of all recognized in- 
secticides, with the exception of the pre- 
prietary articles. 

_The time has passed when the descrip- 
tion of directions for the use of such 
insecticides as arsenate lead, Bordeaux 
mixture, lime and sulphur, ete., as manu- 
factured by one company need be mate- 
rially different from that manufactured 
by another company, with the exception 
of name and analysis, and with the es- 
tabiishment of standard labels and direc- 
tions for the use of the article that they 
represent there should be practically no 
cases of misbranding, which has been 
the cause of considerable action on the 
part of the government in bringing the 
lomestic citation against the manufac- 
turer on this account, and we believe the 
manufacturer in most cases was entirely 
unaware of the fact of the misbranding. 
I doubt if the reputable manufacturer in 
any of the cases brought by the gov- 
ernment had any intention to deceive in 
misbranding. I have in mind misbrand- 
ing, not adulteration, and by adulteration 
I mean less than the professed standard 
as stated on the label by analysis or the 
legal requirement. I am of the opinion 
that through the Insecticide and Disin- 
fectant Manufacturers’ Association and 
the Insecticide and Fungicide Board a 
proper and businesslike understanding 
can be brought about, and the adoption 
of uniform and standard labels, amd 
wherein any action brought by the Gov- 
ernment will be in no sense of the word 
a technical action, but one of adultera- 
tion. This will be the principal object 
of the committee. 

The Insecticde Act Committee has in 
mind the establishing of a _ standard 
method of taking samples so as to give 
the manufacturer every opportunity to 
check up against a domestic citation, so 
far as the analysis is concerned. 

It is our earnest wish to be of material 
help in this co-operation to the welfare 
of the industry, and it is likewise the in- 
tention of the committee to be of direct 
heip and guidance to the members in mat- 
ters pertaining to the Insecticide Act, and 
your earnest co-operation is solicited. 

President Hemingway then called on 
Benjamin M. Kaye, counsel of the as- 
sociation, to address the meeting. Mr. 
Kaye spoke of the effort of the asso- 
ciation to. obtain uniform State laws 
respecting the manufacture and sale 
of insecticides and fungicides and of 
the difficulty in bringing the State 
legislatures to a realization of the 
necessity of having uniform laws. He 
spoke on the desirability of these laws 
being uniform with the Federal insec- 
ticide law so that the same protection 
afforded the consumer by the Federal 
law will also be afforded by the laws 
of the various States. In speaking of 
the Insecticide and Fungicide Board at 
Washington, Mr. Kaye said it had 
been his experience that this board is 
a great help to the manufacturer and 
is ready to withhold a citation for a 
violation or ready to dismiss it after 
it has been issued upon proper com- 
pliance with the law. He said the 
board is trying to help the manufac- 
turer and, feels sure, would continue 
to do so. 


Dr. Hayward on Insecticide Law 


Enforcement, 


Dr. J. K. Hayward, chairman of the 
Insecticide and Fungicide Board at 
Washington, was present at the meet- 
ing and was extended the privileges of 
the floor during the sessions of the 
convention. In speaking of the law, 
Dr. Hayward said that the board 
must enforce the insecticide law in ac- 
cordance with its best judgment. He 
felt sure that at times the board had 
gone a little further than the law al- 
lows in advising manufacturers how 
to get their labels straightened out, 
and in that respect the. board was act- 
ing as a scientific adviser to the manu- 
facturer. He said the members of the 
board want to help the manufacturer, 
and in many cases have written long 
letters to manufacturers about their 
labels, telling them how, in their opin- 
ion, certain statements should be 
changed. Dr, Hayward then told how 
eases under the insecticide act are 
handled by the department, saying: 

Samples are collected by the board of 
preparations which have entered into in- 
terstate commerce and are examined by 
the chemist to determine their composi- 
tion, by the plant pathologist for their 
fungicides, by the entomologist for their 
insecticides and by the bacteriologist for 
their ¢ ifectants and germicides to see 
if the various claims made on the label 
are truc, and to see if the label meets 
the various requirements of the law rel- 
ative to the statement of inert and active 
ingre nts 

We will suppose, for example, that cer- 
tain things on the label are not true, or 
inal the law has been violated by the 

1! not stating the active or inert in- 
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aredienis, or relating to some violation in 
some other way by actual deterioration. 
The case is then brought up by the board 
and considered by the members of the 
board, and right at that noint a decision 
is reached by the board, acting as a board, 
as to whether or not the violations are 
of such a character that the manufacturer 
should be cited or merely written to about 
the matter. If the violation is considered 
sufficiently flagrant, tne manufacturer is 
cited. If the violation is considered to 
be of a minor character, due, perhaps, to 
a little advertising exaggeration or some- 
thing of that kind, things which we feel, 
if we were in the manufacturer's place, 
we would have made the same errors 
ourselves, that is taken up by correspond- 
ence right in the beginning, stating to the 
manufacturer wherein we think the label 
is false and misleading, and asking that a 
change be made. We make a definite state- 
ment to him in that letter. If the manu- 
facturer replies that he will make the 
change in the statements on the label, and 
show that he has made the change, that 
case is dropped, and that is the end of 
it. If the manufacturer sees fit not to 
make the change; if he makes the con- 
teution that he is right, that leaves 
only one alternative, and that is to refer 


us 


the matter to the courfs and see who is 
right and who is wrong, because the 


courts are the places in which these mat- 
ters are finally decided. 


I would like the manufacturers to un- 
derstand one thing which the board feels 
that perhaps they do not understand— 
perhaps with this better understanding 
between us there will be no further trou- 
ble in the future—and that is this:—After 
the board has told the mamufacturer in 
this letter what are considered to be the 
faulty features of his label, and the man- 
ufacturer has accepted the board's views 
and thinks the board is right, and has 
promised to change his label, then if after 
that the board still finds the manufac- 
turer sending out shipments under the old 
label, after every chance has been given 
for a change, there is nothing left for 
the board to do except to send the case 
to the courts, because it has given the 
manufacturer every possible chance to 
change the label and he has not done so. 
Suppose it is a citation case. If the mis- 
branding and adulteration is so flagrant 
in the opinion of the board—it may not be 
in the opinion of the manufacturer—if 
the misbranding and adulteration are such 
that the manufacturer should not have 
made them in a reasonable interpretation 
of the law, then the manufacturer is 
cited and he answers the citation. The 
case comes back, and the board again 
considers it. It may be that the manu- 
facturer gives an answer which abso- 
lutely excuses him. Under such condi- 
tions the case may be placed in perma- 
nent abeyance right there. I will be abso- 


lutely frank amd tell you that in most 
cases the manufacturer does not give an 
answer which absolutely excuses him at 


this point. He may, however, make state- 
ments which show that he had a reason- 
able ground for the misbranding that he 


had on his list. Suppose he cites some 
past literature, not too old, not going 
back fifty years, but suppose he cites 


some literature within the past five or ten 
years amd a good deal of it upholds his 
point? Naturally, the board knows there 
is more modern literature he should have 
read in regard to the subject, but we will 
eftentimes feel under those conditions 
that the manufacturer was justified in 
the claim he made on the basis of his old 
literature. He should have known the 
new literature, of course; he should have 
kept up with the science relating to his 
business, or had men do it for him, just 
as we have to keep up with it. Still, we 


feel that there is a reasonable excuse in 
this case, and then this case may be 
taken up by correspondence, even after 


citation to the manufacturer, and the case 
treated from that point On just as cor- 
respondence cases are treated which have 
not been the subject of citations 

But suppose the board decides there is 
no explanation that is adequate, and that 
the law has been violated, then we have 
the law before us, and the only thing 
we can do is to proceed under the law— 
refer the case to our legal department for 
its opinion as to whether the legal re- 
quirements have been met. We furnish 
the facts and the legal department de- 
cides whether the law is good or not, and 
then the Secretary of Agriculture passes 
on it and refers it to the Department of 
Justice. which then refers the matter to 
the proper United States attorney in the 
jurisdiction where the shipment origi- 
nated. The manufacture will oftentimes, 
perhaps, feel that he should not be prose- 
cuted on the individual case where we do 
prosecute him. I can say to you, gentlemen, 
that the board uses its best judgment, and 
that it tempers its judgment with mercy, 
as far as it feels that the law allows it 
to temper it with mercy, and in every 
case where we do prosecute it is the 
opinion of the board that the prosecution 
is justified. 

March G. Bennett asked Dr. Hay- 
ward if his board has taken any steps 
to get in touch with various State de- 
partments of agriculture with the idea 
of having State laws made uniform 
with the Federal law, to which Dr. 
Hayward replied that the rules of 
the Department of Agriculture speci- 
fically forbid his board taking the 
initiative in legislative matters. He 
said if the officials of the State depart- 
ments of agriculture wrote and asked 
for an opinion concerning certain pro- 
posed laws, they are always glad to 
answer such letters. He added that his 
poard was collecting various State laws 
relative to insecticides and rulings un- 
der them, and hoped to publish them 
later for the benefit of the manufac- 
turing public. Mr. Bennett suggested 
that resolutions be adopted asking the 
Secretary of Agriculture in the interest 
of securing uniform legislation upon a 
subject in which manufacturers of a 
product under his control are deeply 
interested, to institute an inquiry of 
that kind throughout the country. He 
believed that all the States should co- 
operate with the Federal Government 
in carrying out these laws under meth- 
ids which are deemed most advisable.

Mr. Bennett thereupon introduced the 
following resolutions:— 


Whereas, It appears that some eighteen 


States have already enacted insecticide laws, 
many of which differ in greater or less degree 
from the national law, and it seems probable 
that practically all of the other States wii!

Whereas, This multiplicity of separate stat- 
utes differing from one another and from the 
national law is inimical to the public interest 
in that they create confusion and the destruc 
tion of the fixed standards which are most 
necessary for the protection of the users the 
honest manufacturers and the State and na- 
tional officials having in charge the admini 


tration of such laws, be it therefore 





Resolved, By the Insecticide and Disinfectant 
Manufacturers’ Association in mvention as 
sembled that the Secretary of Agriculture be 
urgently requested call a conference of 
State and national officials having to do with 
the administration of the present and pro- 
spective laws regulating insecticides and dis 
infectants; or to institute through other chan 
nels a Aliscussion with such officials with a 
view to obtaining in the public interest a re 








sonable uniformity of legislation for the reg 
ulation of the sale of insecticides and disin 
fectants; and be it further 

Resolved, That the secretary of this associa 
tion be instructed to forward a copy of these 
resolutions to the Secretary of Agriculture 
with a request for their careful consideration. 
Dr. Hayward on Application of In- 

secticide Act to Disinfectants. 

The feature of the next session was 
an address by Dr. J. K. Hayward, in 
which he took up the application of 


the insecticide act to disinfectants. 

He pointed out that the authority of the 
board for applying this act to disinfec- 
tants is based on the fact that any mate- 


rial used against a fungus to prevent 
destroy, repel or mitigate the fungus, 12¢- 
cording to the vehicle of the board, falls 





under the act. According to all recognized 
authorities, bacteria come under the clas- 
sification of fungi and disinfectants, the 
purpose of which is to destroy bacteria, 
are therefore considered as coming under 
the act. 
In order to be sold in 
disinfectant or 


for a substance 
interstate commerce as a 
germicide, Dr. Hayward said, it should 
first of all have some one or more sub- 
stances in it capable of killing bacteria. 

Secondly, the quantity to be used as 
recommended on the label, should have 
suificient strength to kill the common 
forms of bacteria. 

Thirdly, it should be soluble in, 
capable of intimate mixing with 
because in most of the cases where dis- 
infectants are used there are liquid ma- 
terials that we have to disinfect, and a 
substance that will merely float on top 
of them will not disinfect the mass. 

The label of a disinfectant should not 
bear any false, misleading and exagger- 
ated statements relative to what the dis- 
infectant will do. 

Further than this, the manufacturer 
should carefully differentiate between the 
deodorant, disinfectant and antiseptic, and 
remember that a substance is not a dis- 
infectant merely because it is a deodo- 
rant, and because it is an antiseptic it 
is not necessarily a disinfectant or deo- 
dorant, for a deodorant is something that 
destroys odors; a disinfectant is some- 
thing used to kill germs, and an anti- 
septic is something used to restrain the 
growth of putrefactive organisms and 
not necessarily to kill them. 

We have met with a number of in- 
stances where the product sold as a dis- 
infectant had nothing in it that would 
kill any bacteria. 

Naphthalene, for instance, has no disin- 
fectant properties, and yet it has been 
sold throughout the United States as a 
disinfectant. It will not kill bacteria, 
therefore it is not a disinfectant, and a 
substance composed almost entirely of 
maphthalene should have no disinfectant 
claims on its label. 

Again, we find lice powders on the mar- 
ket that will kill lice most excellently; 
but on the label we see in large letters, 
or sometimes in small letters, this state- 
ment:—“‘An excellent disinfectant; scatter 


or be 
water, 


around where the chickens frequent and 
you will have no more diseases.” 

Upon an analysis we will find, for ex- 
ample, that such a lice powder is com- 
posed of such things as tobacco, tale and 
sulphur, or tobacco, tale, naphthalene 
and various other mixtures of that kind, 


none of which have any disinfectant prop- 
erties, yet they are to keep the chickens 
from having almost all kinds of diseases. 
We constantly find manufacturers recom- 
mending what would be a good disin- 
fectant if used sufficiently strong, at a 
dilution of, we will say, from one to five 
hundred, to one to a thousand, and when 
we use it at that dilution the bacillus 
typhosus, which is one of the most easy 
to kill, flourishes; but when we use this 
same prepartion in a solution of one to 
a hundred it kills. 

This is a case where a manufacturer, 
through a very little trouble or work 
on his part, could have his label all right 
and avoid all trouble with the insecticide 
board. Yet we have not met with this 
condition once, but scores of times. Some- 
times dilutions recommended would not 
come within 50) per cent. of the actual 
diluti n necessary to perform the results 
claimed 

The next point discussed by the speaker 
was the necessity of having disinfectants 
soluble in or miscible with water. 

Mixtures of kerosene and phenol and 
kerosene and nitro benzine will often be 
recommended for general disinfectant pur- 
purposes. The consumer will be told to 
such a mixture on manure heaps, in 
water closets, cesspools amd other places 
for disinfecting (purposes. While such 
mixtures may kill bacteria found on dry 
surfaces, they float on top of liquids and 


use 


do not kill the bacteria in them, be- 
cause the disinfectants will not mix with 
the liquid. 

In regard to labels for disinfecting 
preparations, Dr. Hayward pointed out 
that they should not bear false, mislead- 
ing, absurd or exaggerated statements 
relative to what the product will do. 

Many a good disinfectant is ruined by 
the directions the manufacturer puts On 


the label, said Dr. Hayward, and he illus- 


trated his point by citing several ex- 
amyles. 
He discussed the proper methods of 


using the following disinfectants:—Chlori- 
nated lime, creosote and potassium per

manganate, and pointed out the absurdity 
of recommending potassium permangan- 
ate as a disinfectant for organic matter.

If he says it is number 
10 according to the Rideal-Walker meth- 
od, we employ that test. We believe that 
there are only two commonly accepted 
methods, and that if a man claims a 
certain phenol coefficient it should show 
it by one of those two methods. 


“We have not attempted to bring cases 
against the manufacturers where there is 


a minute difference in phenol coefficient 
from that stated on the label. We recog- 
nize that the phenol coefficient is not as 
accurate as determining the amount of 
sulpur im an ore, or determining the 


amount of moisture in a product, or some- 


thing of that kind. We recognize its 
limitations We recognize that one man 
will get slightly different results than 
another, but there should not be such 
tremendous differences as we often find 
There was a product that we examined 
the other day that claimed a phenol co- 
efficient of more than 13 by the hygienic 


laboratory method. We tested it by that 
method and found the coefficient to be 2.2. 
I was afraid that some error might have 
crept in, and therefore asked the bac- 
teriologist to repeat the determination 
The next time his result was about 2.22, 
within .02 of the other. 

“Not satisfied with that, and thinking 
there might still be an error, we sent out 
and got three other samples of that prod- 
uct from three different All of 
them showed between 2.2 and 2.5 phenol 
coefficient by the hygienic laboratory 
method. , 


persons. 


“Now, certainly if the method was to 
blame there would have been some dis- 
crepancy between the coetmncients as de- 
termined by us, but they all ran very 
evenly between 2.2 and 2.5. A difference 
in advertised coefficient and actual 
phcnel coefficient of such magnitude will 
certainly get the manufacturer in trou- 
ble. There is no doubt about that The 
product in question is recommended as 
being effective at a dilution of 1 to 1.400 
in two and one-half minutes. 

“As a matter of fact, that product, in- 
stead cf being effective at a dilution of 
1 to 1,400 in two and a half minutes, was 
effective at 1 to 375 in thirteen minutes, 
which makes quite a different product 
from what the manufacturer claims it 
to be.”’ 

In closing, Dr. Hayward made it 
plain that the Insecticide and Fungi- 
cide Board will co-operate with manu- 
facturers and aid them in correcting 
various misconceptions of the law 


which may now exist 

Dr. Hayward’s address was -received 
with applause, and President Hem- 
ingway thanked him in the name of 
the assoviation for his kindness in at- 
tending the meeting and the interest- 
ing address. 

Mr. J. M. Weiss, a member of the 
advisory voard, working in connection 
with the American Public Health As- 
sociation, was called on by President 
Hemingway, and said: 

“I think that one of the 
the disinfectant business is that 
anybody with a stock in a barrel 
thead and become a disinfectant manu- 
facturer, and I think very often the ad- 
vertising matter is written by the sales 
department rather than the scientific de- 
partment, and [ think that is where a 
great deai of the trouble with 
the labeling question.

“In the past we have had some trou 


we have had to ask for an interpreta- 
tion of certain points, but I do not think 
we were always able to get it. However, 
I think that condition is largely being 
offset. We are not having very much 
trouble on the labeling end of the busi- 
ness now. The American Public Health 
Association has been doing some work 
in the past year attempting to find out 
how we reaily can obtain absolutely good 
results with disinfectants. From a manu- 


facturer’s standpoint, I would say that 
we do not care what method of deter- 
mining phenol coefficients is used. We 
are not committed to the Rideal-Walker 
method or to any other method. We 
simply want some method by which we 
can obtain concordant results. I am in 
hopes that tht American Public Health 
Association will be able to put out such 
a method. Dr. Dreyfuss, of the West 
Disinfecting Company; Dr. Houghton. of 
Parke-Davis & Co., and I, of the Bar- 
rett Manufacturing Company, are carry- 
ing on comparative tests and are trying 
to get at the causes of the differences in 
resuits obtained by the different meth- 
ods. And I may say that there are 
great differences in both methods, both 
from a manufacturer's and from a legal 


point of view. 3ut I really believe that 


inside of the next six months or a year 
there will be some method—it may not 
be the Rideal-Walker or it may not be 
the hygienic laboratory method—perhaps 
a combination or modification of both 
these—on which we can stand, and I cer- 
tainly hope there will be.”

The 
Mr. Weiss pointed out 
very tangible results, 
although bacteriological testing is 
not a chemical, but a pathological ques- 
tion, yet practically uniform results can 
obtained almost as uniform as in any 
chemical analysis. There is one point 
which Dr. Hayward brought up, namely, 
that the manufacturer, as a rule, does 
not discriminate to what constitutes 
a disinfeciant. True enough, we have no 
standards. Perhaps at some future time 
the law may establish a standard of 
‘disinfectants.’

‘Another point I would like to bring out 
that Dr. Hayward touched upon is that 
every manufacturer, in order to show 
good faith, should print the coefficient on 
the iabel. It is true that it will entail 
some expense to maintain a_ bacterio- 
logical laboratory, but he can have the 
work done by a general bacteriological 
laboratory—there are many of them dis- 
tributed all over the country which can 
make correct tests; but if the manufac- 
turer does not willingly state the coef- 
ficient on the label the national law 
should compel him to, and when we do 
that the consumer will know how to dis- 
criminate in his purchase I think this 
would also do away with a lot of tempta- 
tion of the manufacturers’ representa- 
tives. It is not so much the manutac- 
turer as it is the salesman, who is natur- 
ally very anxious to do business in order 
to make a showing, who may make ex- 
travagant statements. But if the co- 


efficient is placed on the dabel I feel sure

remarks, Mr. Cole brought up the ques-

Mr. Cole on Coal-Tar Industry. 


W. H. Cole gave an outline of the 
coal tar industry in the United States, 
its origin, developments and probable 
future, and said in part:— 

Through the gerius of the builders of 
the by-product coke oven there have been 
saved to us hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in valuable products, and it is a 
shameful comment on wasteful American 
methods of manufacture to note that 
latest statistics show that less than one- 
thira of all coal coked in this country was 


treated in these by-product coke ovens, 
while over two-thirds continued to be 
coked in the wasteful ‘‘beehive’’ oven, en- 





tailing an annual loss to the country of 
many miliions of dollars. 

The gross value of the by-products (es- 
timating dyestuffs, etc., in the form of 
crude, intermediate products) wasted by 
beehive coking in this country in 1913 
was over $75,000,000. 

If the total coal-tar production of the 
United States in 1913 (150,000,000 to 155,- 
000,000 galions) about 75 per cent. (115,- 
145.000) was made in ‘by-product coke 
ovens. The balance was obtained as a 
by-product in the manufacture of coal 


gas in gas retorts. 

Many of our largest cities depend upon 
the by-product coke oven for supplies of 
illuminating and fuel gas, but of far 
greater importance to America, especiallv 


since the breaking out of the European 
war, is the fact that from this gas is 
being extracted crude benzol. This crude 


liquid, submitted to complicated refining 
processes, is developed into a benzol espe- 
cially adapted for “‘cutting’’ rubber in the 
nanufacture of automobile tires, into a 
solvent widely used as am ingredient of 
paint and varnish removers, into a benzol 
inseparably associated with the highest 
grade artificial leathers, and finally, into 
pure benzol itself, the basis for aniline 
dyes. Slightly different chemically, but 
obtained from crude benzol, benzol’s 
half-brother, toluol, the basis for tri- 
iitrotoluol, a newly discovered explosive 
of truly fearful violence and now gen- 
erally recognized as the power used by 
the Teutonic armies with such appalling 
results 

Crude ammonia, obtained from 
coal, is the parent of aqua or household 
ammonia, and of dry or “anhydrous” am- 
monia gas, the essential factor in the pro- 
duction of artificial coal and hygienic ice.

Crude ammonia is also the parent of 
ammonium chloride, the sal-ammoniac of 
the familiar electric battery: of ammo- 


nium bicarbonate, now almost universally 


use instead of baking powders in es- 
tablishments where purity is the first 
consideration, and crude ammonia is also 
the parent of perhaps the most impor- 
tant of all these, ammonium sulphate, 
the most effective nitrogen-carrying fer- 
tilizer yet perfected. 

Coal tar gives us pitch for street pav- 
ing, by means of which thousands of 
miles of automobile-proof roads have 
been constructed in the Americas during 
the past fifteen years. Coal tar has also 


given us creosote oil, by means of which 
the life of fence posts, mine timbers, rail- 
road ties, silo stock and all woodwork 
intended for use underground or in places 


exposed to abnormal moisture may be 
greatly prolonged. Creosote oil points the 
way to an annual saving of millions of 


dollars in our national timber bill. 
Acquainted as most of us are with that 


most useful article, carbolic acid, few of 
us perhaps knew prior to the present 
war that this is the basis from which 
is produced that terrific explosive, tri- 
nitrophenol or picric acid, now in such 
urgent demand by the allies; nor did we 
know that without carbolic acid there 


could not be produced a phonograph rec- 
ord of sufficient durability to indefinitely 
reproduce the fine tones achieved by the 
latest type of phonograph recoras. 
About 25 per cent. of the combined yield 
tar and benzol obtained from coal tar 
can be made into the dyes, drugs and re- 
fined chemicals for which America has 
heretofore practically depended upon Ger- 
many

we obtain trinitrotoluol, 
the powerful explosive, known as “T- 
N-T.’’ Phenol not only finds use as a 
powerful antiseptic and disinfectant. but 
furnishes us with nitrophenol, the start- 
ing point for many dyestuffs, and with 
trinitrophenol or picric acid, which has 
three important uses—in medicine, for 
the treatment of burns; in the textile 
industry as a dye, and in war as an ex- 
plosive. 

Naphthaleme is used as such to. prevent 
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moths from attacking woolen goods, and 
then converted into  nitro-naphthalene 
yields the initial substance from which 
many dyestuffs are made. From an- 
thracene we obtain alizarin and anthra- 
quinone, from both of which a myriad 
of dyestuffs are made. 

Coal tar disinfectants, which have played 
so large and important a part im the de- 
velopment of sanitation in recent years, 
age with very few exceptions derived 
from tiie middle or carbolic fraction of 
coal tar oil. The naphthalent, which is 
at first present, is separated from the oil 
by freezing to insure the finished product 


being limpid at all temperatures. 

The oil, with its content of carbolic 
and eresylic acids, is then combined with 
a saponifier, tested bacteriologically 
against B. typhorus to determine its 
worth as a germicide, and is then ready 
to market Crystal and crude carbolic 
acids, crude and refined cresylic acids 
ind naphthalene, all of which are used 
to greater or less degree in the manu- 
facture of insecticides, are coal tar de- 
rivaties. It will, therefore, be seen that 


the Barrett Manufacturing Company, as 
producers of these products, is deeply in- 


terested in the welfare and development 
of the insecticide and disinfectant in- 
dustry. 

In the calendar year 1913 the United 
States produced about 150,000,000 gallons 
of coal tar and 7,500,000 gallons of gas 
benzol, less than 500,000 gallons of tar 


being imported. The output of bituminous 


coal, the source of coal tar, was some- 
what more than 475,000,000 tons. 
For many years past, and, in fact, up 


until the last eighteen months, the terms 
benzol, toluol, xylol, nicric acid and anth- 
racene were meangingless names to the 
iverage person of this country not con- 
nected with the chemical trade. Today, 
however, due to the gigantic conflict 
abroad, these coal tar products and their 


various designations are familiar to al- 
most every one. This seems to mark a 
step in the advancement of the coal tar 


industry, for never before have the people 
of the United States been so well in- 
formed as now as to the commercial and 


scientific resources of this country, not- 
withstanding there are quite a few who 
still maintain that such important coal 
tar commodities as crystal carbolic acid 


have never been 
of the Atlantic. 

These industries need to be fostered, for 
it is only with the close co-operation of 
our commercial interests as a whole that 
these industries can long survive. Aniline 
dyes, which are all derived from coal tar, 


produced upon this side 


are now being made at several points in 
the East, and it is said that these prod- 
ucts show, upon examination and test, a 
superiority to those formerly obtained 
from Europe. Our scientists have done 
wonderful work and need to be encour- 
aged. Our business men need to more 


substantially support home industries, and 
if this is done and we make it our slogan 
to buy goods made in America, it will 
not be many years before we will be abso- 
lutely independent of merchandise of for- 


eign production, and will be able to sup- 
ply the American consumer with just 
what he requires at the minimum of 
cost. 

Let us, therefore, take note of the de- 
velopment of industrial science which is 
now going on within our borders; do our 
utmost to help the American manufac- 
turer derive the fullest advantage from 
the one opportunity he has so far had to 


break loose from the chains of European 
competition, and to that end make it pos- 





sible that the United States may be able 
to truthfully assert in the years to come 
that its major needs can be cared for 
right at home

Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 
Announcement is made by the officials 


of the Department of Agriculture, 
charged with the duty of enforcing the 
insecticide law, of various notices of 
judgments under that law which have 
been obtained in the courts of the coun- 
try in the efforts to enforce that law.

Insecticide Label Regulation. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 

FE orm il notice is given by the Insecticide 
Board of the Department of Agriculture 
to manufacturers of coal-tar creosote and 
cresol dips, etc., following similar notices 
that have been given during the past 
year of several departmental orders and 
changes. 

After calling attention to what has 
been permitted by the department with 
reference to labels on these’ various ani- 
mal dips, including a restriction to lime- 
sulphur solutions for use in sheep scabies 
under regulations to be prescribed by the 
department, supplementing these various 
orders and rulings, the Insecticide Board 
now says:— 

Since the revised regulations now effective 
exclude from official dipping certain prepara- 
tions which were previously pérmitted under 
regulations 33, B. A. I. Order 143, and upon the 
containers of which the guaranty statement 
was required by these old regulations, it fol- 


lows that the appearance of this guaranty 
legend, or any reference to the use of the ar- 
ticle in official dipping, upon packages or la- 


bels of such preparations entering interstate 
commerce, or otherwise subject to the provi- 
sions of the insecticide act of 1910, other than 
permitted brands of lime-sulphur dips and nico- 
tine dips after June 30, 1914, in the first case, 
and March 1, 1915, in the second case, would 
be misleading-and deceptive, and the articles 
consequently misbranded under the insecticide 
act of 1910. 

Manufacturers of preparations affected are 
hereby informed that on and after the date of 
issuance of this notice no statement or state- 
ments indicating that an article may be used 
in official dipping shall appear upon the label 
(see regulation 10 of the Rules and Regulations 
for Carrying Out the Provisions of the Insectl 
cide Act of 1910) of such articles unless per 
mission for the use of said article for the 
aforesaid purpose has been granted by the de 
partment under the regulations as set forth in 
B. A. I. Order 210 and amendments thereto

(2244), and the statement was made in 
the letter by Acting Commissioner Gates 
that no change will be made in any of 


these regulations until the National Drug 
Trade Conference, through its representa- 
tives, shall be heard with respect thereto. 
A number of communications were also 
read, asking for an expression by the 
conference in favor of the elimination of 
schedule B from the Emergency Revenue 
law. It was disclosed in a statement from 
the American Chemical Association, which 
had been invited to become a member of 
the National Drug Trade Conference, that 
under present conditions this was not 
thought to be advisable. 

‘rhe report of the Executive Committee 
was read, including recommendations in 
regard to consideration of patent law re- 
forms and the preservation of uniform 
prices. Resolutions were also adopted 
asking the American Proprietary Associa- 
tion and the National Association of 
Boards of Pharmacy to send delegates to 
the conference. Another resolution asked 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States to co-operate with the conference 
in any work which the chamber has with 
respect to the drug interests of the coun- 
try. 

On the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee the first resolution adopted by 
the conference was one which expressed 


the sense of the conference that no 
amendments be made at present in the 
Harrison narcotic law, pending the 
termination of issues pending in the 


courts and in the Treasury as to the in- 
terpretation of the law. This resolution 
was unanimously adopted. 


Whiskey and Brandy in the U. S. P. 


A resolution coming from the Executive 
Committee asking that whiskey and 
brandy, being recognized in the trade as 
therapeutic agents of value, should be re- 
stored to the Pharmacopeia and stand- 
ardized to meet the requirements of the 


trade. Attention was called to the ex- 
clusion from the Pnarmacopeeia of 
whiskey and brandy and the close yote 
by which this action was_ taken in the 


Committee on Revision. Delegate S. L. 
Hilton, of Washington, opposed the reso- 
lution, saying that he did not believe the 


during the administration of Presidents 
Taft and Roosevelt and was actively par- 


ticipated in by the then chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Dr. Wiley. The 
fact was brought out that Dr. Wiley had 
been actively instrumental in securing 


the exclusion of whiskey and brandy from 
the Pharmacopeia and it was stated by 
Delegate A. R. L. Dohme, a member of 
the Revision Committee of the Pharma- 
copoeia, that the vote taken in the com- 
mittee was not a fair test because it was 
a question whether whiskey and brandy 
should be deleted or whether some par- 
ticular standard of these articles be 
adopted The conference then went upon 
record in favor of the resolution for re- 
storing whiskey and brandy, with one 
disseiting vote, that of Delegate Hilton, 
of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. 


Law Decision Affecting 


Preparations, Etc. 


At this point the conference took up 
the question of proper interpretation of 
the Harrison narcotic law with respect to 
preparations, remedies and prescriptions 
and Treasury decision (2213). A resolution 


Harrison 





that had ben indorsed by the Executive 
Committee was presented by Delegate J 
H Seal, as follows: 

The special committee appointed to re- 
port upon various Treasury decisions re- 
lating to the act of December 17, 191 
known as the Harrison anti-narcotic law, 
respectfully recommends that the follow- 


ing statements be adopted as expressing 
the sense of the National Drug Trade 
Conference respecting T. D. 2213:— 

1. That the word “‘preparation’’ as commonly 


understood and employed in pharmacy is a 
generic term which includes and covers com- 
positions and mixtures prepared in accordance 





with the formulas of physicians’ prescriptions, 
as well as those prepared in accordance with 
the formulas of the United States Pharma- 
copeia and National Formulary, and that when 





it is desired to distinguish between the prepa- 
ra yn of these two classes the term ‘‘magis- 
tral’’ is applied to those which are prepared in 


accordance with the terms of physicians’ pre- 
scriptiona, 
2. That the word ‘‘remedies’’ as commonly 


employed and understood in pharmacy covers 


and includes all medicinal mixtures and com- 
positions dispensed in accordance with phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions as fully as those pre- 
pared in accordance with the formulas of the 
U. S&S. P. and N. F. 


3. That the word ‘‘prescription’’ as commonly 





employed and understood in pharmacy applies 
both | to the written document issued by the 
physician and to the article, composition or 


mixture dispensed in accordance with the dire 
tions of such document. 

4. That the word ‘‘dispensing’’ as commonly 
employed and understood in pharmacy covers 
and includes the operation of weighing, meas 
uring and mixing of ingredients and all of 
other manipulations involved in the preparing 
and delivering of preparations in accordance 


the 


with the terms of physicians’ prescriptions 
Therefore, it is the sense of the National 
Drug Trade Conference that compositions and 


mixtures prepared in accordance with the direc- 
tions of physicians’ escriptions are ‘‘prepar: 
tions and remedies’’ clearly within the mean- 
ing of section 6 of the Harrison act, and ex 
empt from the provisions and requirements 
specified in the remaining sections of said act. 

There was a general sion of this 
resolution, particularly with respect to the 
attitude of physicians thereto, and ex- 
pressions by physicians present were that 
all features of the dispensing of prescrip- 














discus 


tions were alike applied to preparations 
and remedies, and it was brought out by 
a number of delegates that in the con- 


sideration given by the Treasury officials 


to the proposed change in the Treasury 
decision, a conflict was noted between 
prescriptions as used in section 2 of 


the act, and particularly in the sub-sec- 
tion (b), requiring prescriptions to be 
kept on file for two years, and that this 
was mandatory and that there was no 


provision in the law under which the de- 
partment could require druggists to keep 
records of minimum quantities of narcotic 
drugs that are specifically exempted un- 
der section 6. It was in connection with 





this ruling, as was shown, that under an- 
other decision (2172) the department al- 
ready has stated that manufacturers of 


the exempted preparations and remedies 
should keep a record of narcotic drugs 
which enter into these compounc A re- 
view was given of the recent hearing be- 
fore Commissioner Osborne and it was 
broadly stated by delegates present at 
that hearing that while the department 
might be willing to modify the decision, 
it would not agree to rescind the same. 
The resolution was adopted by the unani- 
mous vote of the conference, together 
with an amendment intended to cover all 
the department regulations and decisions 
in controversy, that a committee be ap- 
pointed by the conference to present the 
resolutions to the department, together 
with a brief summarization of the sub- 
stitute propositions if they can be agreed 
upon with the department. 





Oppose Decision on Disclosure of 
Quantities of Drugs. 

The conference then adopted a resolu- 

tion asking that the _ first paragraph of 

Treasury decision (2244) be abrogated as 


being burdensome to the drug trade and 
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without any effective use in furthering 
the purposes of the law. It was explained 
by the delegates who had conferred with 


the department, that the law officers there 





asserted that it is desirable to have ail 
packages disclose precise quantities of 
drugs, and the answer to this by many 
delegates was that such a requirement 
was a burden which the government 
should not place upon the drug trade and 


that a proper inspection in the field would 
give the government full knowledge 
to the quantities of tablets, etc., contain- 
ing the narcotic drugs. 
After the adoption 
resolution there was a renewal of the dis- 
cussion of decision (22 in which Dele- 
gate Samuel C. Henry called attention to 
the substitute which was proposed at the 
hearing early in December, and which 
provided that druggists should keep rec- 
ords of the minimum quantities of nar- 
which went into refilled prescrip-

tions. Delegate Beal expressed the doubt 
that the government could require such 
records and he asserted that other pro- 
visions of the law covering the subject of 
“good faith’’ and the methods which the 
gzcvernment should pursue in assuring 


that prescriptions were filled in accord- 
ance with the _ spirit of the law fo 
medicinal purposes only would insure that 
the minimum quantities contained in pre- 
scriptions as well as in preparations and 
remedies did not unduly reach the hands 


of drug addicts.

Demand is very fair, in fact, almost good; 
but supply is handicapped by a number of 
factors. Apart from shortage of raw material 
for some finished articles, delivery of both 
crude and manufactured material is hindered 
by the shortage of labor (through military 
enlistments), by congestion on the railways 
and (for export) by restrictions in regard to 


official permits and by accumulations of goods 
at the docks. 

The labor question is getting very acute. A 
recent example is in the alcohol trade. One 
large distillery, supplying a good proportion of 
the wholesale druggists, seemed likely to shut 
down so many of their men having enlisted. 
This s, however, to have been averted, 
but the of carrying on is still con- 
siderable, added to which is the shortage 
(common to all the distilleries) of raw mate- 
rial, owing ta some of the tank steamers 
which bring in the raw articles having been 
taken over by the government some time back. 
There is thus a stringency in the supply of 
rectified spirits, and manufacturing druggists 
are getting perturbed about future supplies. 
Some sort of organized effort is in train 
towards securing the government’s co-opera- 
tion, at least on the labor side, so that a 
continuance of supply may be maintained. 
The possibility of relief from Continental 
countries is very remote; France is short —

The question of the scarcity of synthetic

Casinghead Gasoline Shipping Methods 


A meeting of petroleum refining, trans- 
portation and tank line interests was held 
at the office of the Bureau of Explosives 
in this city last Monday to consider the 
question of a change in the regulations 
for the shipment of casinghead gasoline. 

Colonel B. W. Dunn, chief inspector of 
the Bureau of Explosives, opened the 
meeting and explained its object, stating 
that the conference had been called for 
the purpose of arriving at some definite 
conclusion as to the recommendations to 
be made to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission with respect to a revision of the 
regulations. He stated that following the 
Ardmore (Uxla.) accident a conference 
with the producers of casinghead gasoline 
was held at the Auditorium Hotel in Chi- 
cago on November 13, and as a result of 
this conference a committee has been ap- 
pointed by the gasoline producers and in- 
structed to present their conclusions, and 
that a report had been received from 
this committee. and their suggestions con- 
sidered. He stated that there were trade 
objections to the plan proposed of treat- 
ing a casinghead gasoline as a different 
article, the trade generally desiring that 
it should be treated in the regulations as 
it was treated in the trade, viz., as gaso- 
line. 

Colonel Dunn explained the difficulty 
about making changes in the tank cars on 
account of conditions in the metal mar- 
ket; he also stated that he had consid- 
ered the advisability of placing on tank 
cars used in transporting jnflammable 
liquids a vent which would show when 
the tank had een loaded to its proper 
capacity. He believed, however, that this 
device would not furnish the desired re- 
lief. He also mentioned the proposal to 
set all safety vales on tank cars used for 
inflammable liquids at twenty-five pounds, 
and mentioned further the apparent ne- 
cessity for providing a fool-proof dome 
cover. 

H. §E. Felton, 
Tank Line of this city, stated that he 
agreed entirely with all that had been 
said and then proceeded to give a resume 
of the tank car situation, making spe- 
cial mention of the difficulty in getting 
any quantity of metal for the purpose of 
inakiaizg any changes that might be agreed 
upon He suggested as a temporary solu- 
tion of the difficulty the attachment by 
shippers of a placard on the dome of tank 
cars, this placard carrying a warning to 
the person who was attempting to re- 
move the dome, calling his attention to 
the fact that the dome should not be re- 
moved until the pressure was relieved. 
Colonel Dunn agreed to the use of this 
special placard, 

Fr. H. B. Fowler, of the American Car 
2nd Foundry Company, New York, stated 
that his company had given the matter 
of making a fool-proof dome some con- 
sideration and believed that it could be 
done by the use of some materials, these 
materials consisting of castings and forg- 
ings. There was then a general discus- 
sion of the question of dome covers and 
the necessity of placing the valve handle 
inside of the dome. It was stated that 
some tank cars could be unloaded from 
the outlet valves without the necessity of 
removing the dome, while other valves 
could not be pushed up by pressure from 
below, and in unloading such cars It was 
necessary to remove the dome im order 
to turn the valve handle. 

A. N. Kerr, Riverside Western Oil Com- 
pany, Tulsa, Okla.. approved the fool- 
proof dome cover idea and stated that 
under present construction the dome cov- 
er constituted a man trap. I[n removing 
the dome covers from cars that contained 
liquid under pressure Mr. Kerr stated 
that while the presence of pressure was 
noticeable when the employe made the 
first few turns of the dome cover, indica- 
tions of pressure would stop when the 
dome cover had been unscrewed so as to 
leave but two or three threads engaged. 
The employe performing the operation 
would then be under the impression that 
pressure no longer existed and would pro- 
ceed to completely unscrew the dome, 
with result that the cover would fiy off 
and the contents of the car spread out 

S. G. Messer, president of the Reno Oil 
Company, Sisterville, W. Va., also ex- 
pressed his approval of the fool-proof 
dome cover idea. 

Those present then proceeded to exam- 
ine and discuss a blue print showing 
plan of providing for a fool-proof dom 
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cove After general discussion it was 
agreed by those present that some method 
should be adopted to secure this result, 
that sey plans should be author- 
ized by the Master Car Builders’ Associa- 
tion. It was agreed that the general 
wording of Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion regulations, paragraph 1824, should 
be changed so as to provide a dome cover 
so constructed that it either: could not be 
opened when pressure was in the tank or 
that it should be constructed as to 
provide evidence to the operator of in- 


ternal pressure. 

A representative of the .Union Tank 
line stated that they could not change 
their tanks to comply with this proposed 
requirement within three months and 
Colonel Dunn suggested that the regula- 
tion apply on March 1 to casinghead gas- 
producing points, and that tank cars 
which, under the regulations, can be used 
for this material with pressure not ex- 
ceeding ten pounds per square inch, beso 
equipped. It was also agreed that suffi- 
cient time be granted to change all cars 
used for transportation of inflammable 
liquids with flash point below 20 degrees 
F., the effective date to be made about 
January 1, 1917.

stated that so far as he 
was concerned he would drop the vent 
idea and he believed that for the cars 
changed to meet the fool-proof dome idea 
requirements the dome should be stenciled 
that the car domes had been so altered. 
This was agreed upon. 

With reference to the setting of safety 
valves on these tank cars to twenty-five 
pounds per square inch, it was agreed 
that this could be done, but that it would 
require some time to make the. changes, 
it being necessary to secure different 
springs, and January 1, 1917, was the time 
affixed as the date when such changes 
could be made effective. 

It was the sense of the meeting that 
the Master Car Builders’ Association 
should issue a circular giving full imfor- 
mation as to the methods approved by 
them for making the changes to domes 
so as to make them fool-proof. 

The producers as represented by Messrs. 
Messer and Kerr, stated that they did not 
object to any change in the wording of 
the regulations to make entirely clear the 
requirements as to outage. The regula- 
tions now provide that the duty is placed 
upon the shipper of providing sufficient 
outage and the minimum is given as 2 
per cent. If, however, the shipper knows 
that the change in the temperature of 
the liquid at the time of loading until the 
time of delivery to the consignee will ex- 
ceed more than forty degrees, then he 
should provide more than 2 per cent. out- 
age, and Colonel Dunn proposed to cover 
this point in the recommendation to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 

The officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture charged with the duty of enforc- 
ing the food and drugs law, make an an- 
nouncement number of cases of so- 
called “‘kidney cures’’ against which ac- 
tion been taken by the department 
under food and drugs law. In one 
case the shippers of a preparation labeled 
as “2 for Blader and Kidney 
Trouble,”’ were ;-rosecuted on the charge 
o? falsely and fraudulently misbranding 
the product. They pleaded guilty 
were fined $25 and costs by 
This particular kidney “cure’ was found 
to contain over 41 per cent. of alcohol. 
It was labeled “Old Jim Fields Phosphate 
Dill and Gin, Mankind’s Greatest Friend; 
a Sure Cure for Bladder and Kidney 
‘Trouble. It is Also a Great Aid in Case 
of Urinary Trouble. Allenberg & Meister, 
Sole Agents, Memphis, Tenn.”’ An analysis 
of the product showed that it contained 
no material amount of either dill or phos- 
phate. 

In another case, 48 bottles of 
Buchu and Juniper Compound,’ 
by the Stuart Manufacturing Company, 
Atlanta, Ga., were seized. The court is- 
sued a decree of condemnation, forteiture 
and destruction, on the ground that the 
ciaims upen the label were misleading, 
false and frauduient. On this label the 
manufacturers recommend their product 
as a remedy for a great variety of kidney 
and bladder diseases and stated that the 
medicine contained 16 per cent. of alcohol. 

According to the medical experts of the 
department, alcohol is a kidney irritant 
and is dangerous in many cases of kidney 
disease. For this reason many physicians 
advise their patients who suffer from any 
kind of kidney or bladder trouble to ab- 
stain from the use of alcoho! even in 
moderate quantities. Some manufacturers 
of kidney medicines which contain con- 
siderable quantities of alcohol also ad- 
vise their customers to abstain from all 
aleoholic drinks, showing in this way 
that they now the harmfulness Of al- 
cohol in ney diseases, even though 
they u it in their own preparations. 
It is t inion of the medical experts 
of t! lepartment that such so-called 
‘sk remedies as these recently 

e not only worthless, but actually 
il, because of the amount of alcohol 
h they contain.

It is expected that in 
ommendations by Secretary 
the Treasury for changes in 
garine law that a number of bills will be 
offered for consideration by the Commit- 
on Agriculture of the House, seeking 
to bring about changes in the law. Oné 
of the first measures presented is that by 
Representative Dyer, of St. Louis (H. R. 
3613), the object of which is to permit the 
oloration of oleomargarine in semblance 
of butter without tax, provided such proc- 
ess of coloration shall, through the in- 
gredients used, be mot in any way in- 
jurious to the health of the consumer. 
Representative Dyer’s bill would add 
after the clause containing the word oleo- 
margarine in section 2, the following: 
And any person that vends, or fur- 
nishes oleomargarine for the use and con- 
sumption of others, except to own fam- 
ily table, without compensation > shall 
add to cr mix with such oleomargarine any 
artificial coloration that causes it to look 
like butter of any shad of yellow, shall 
ilso be held to be a manufacturer of oleo- 
margarine within the meaning of said act 
and subject to the provisions thereof.

OBITUARY. 


Frank R. Faller. 

Frank R. Fuller, a prominent figure in 
wholesale drug circles in the Central West 
for more than a score of years and best 
known to the drug trade throughout the 
country for many years as the head of 
the Fuller & Fuller Co., of Chicago, and 
recently as vice-president of the 
Fuller-Morrisson Company, a consolida- 
tion of that concern and Morrisson, Plum- 
mer « Co., Inc., died December 6 at his 
father’s home in that city. His death 
was caused by a hemorrhage of the brain, 
with which he was stricken while seated 
at the dinner table with his wife, Mrs. 
Laura Hayes Fuller, and their little 
daughter, Phoebe. Mr. Fuller was only 
fifty-two years old and was for many 
years a resident of Winnetka, IIl. 

Mr. Fuller was born in Peekskill, N. Y., 
in 1863, but moved to Chicago with his 
parents when a youth. His elementary 
education was obtained in the public 
schools of Peekskill, but he later was 
graduated from the North Division High 
School in Chicago and prepared for en- 
trance into Yale University at Phillips 
Acaaemy, at Andover, Mass. Graduating 
from Yale in 1884, he entered the whole- 
sale drug business founded by his father 
and then conducted by the firm of Fuller 
« Fuller. He was married in 1883 to Miss 
Laura Hayes, of Chicago, and is survived 
by her and by their daughter. 


Western Oil Land Withdrawal Relief. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 
in connection with the discussion in 
to the relief desired by the 
operators on oil lands in California and 
Wyoming, a formal announcement has 
been made by Attorney General Gregory, 
of the Department of Justice, calling at- 
tention to what can and what cannot be 
pending action by Congress. 

Attorney General Gregory in his state- 
ment reviews the entire operations of the 
Federal Government in connection with 
the oil lands in these States on which 
operations have been begun, either in vio- 
lation of withdrawal orders by the Presi- 
dent of the United States or under rights 
which were more or less in controversy. 
The Attorney General gives extracts from 
correspondence with the commercial 
bodies in California and calls attention to 
the companies and individuals who de- 
cline to respect the action of the Presi- 
dent in withdrawing the lands, but en- 
tered upon and began extracting oil from 
such lands. He then calls attention to 
the action of Congress in appropriating 
funds to enable the Attorney General to 
protect the interests of the United States 
in suits effecting the withdrawal of oil 
lands. In concluding his statement, the 
Atiorney General said:—

begun before, was not diligently continued 
until oil was discovered, are trespassers against 
the rights of the government. If these tres 
passes were technical merely, and if some of 
them did not involve continuing, enormous and 
irreparable losses to the whole people of the 
United States, a temporary suspension of the 
efforts of this department to enforce the law 
might be excusable But such is not the case 
In many instances only through the interven- 
tion of the yurts can the disposal and waste 
of oil, and the damage to the remaining de- 
posits due to negligent operation, be in any 
wise checked or mitigated 

Acting in conjunction with the Department of 
the Interior, diligent efforts are made by this 
department to develop the actual facts in all 
cases. When the evidence shows a claim pro- 
tected by the proviso in the withdrawal act of 
1910 (above mentioned) the rights of the claim- 
ants are, Of course, respected, and no suit is 
instituted. The suits heretofore instituted in 
California and Wyoming, and those in con- 
templation, are confined to cases in which there 
is strong evidence that occupancy and discovery 
work were begun after the withdrawal became 
effective and cases involving serious charge» 
of fraud. It is the general policy of the de- 
partment to deal first, and most expeditiously, 
with the cases which seem the most flagrant 
and harmful 

No suits have yet been instituted except those 
n which it was the opinion of this department 
that irreparable injury would result to the 
government by a failure to take prompt ac- 
tion No sui within the near future are con- 
templated except those of a similar character. 
In view of the decision and legislation referred 
to, the Attorney General could do not less than 
this. 

In so far as the genera] difficulties mentioned 
in the petition are traceable to the uncertainty 
f the claimants’ title to oil derived from the 
ands in suit, relief may be afforded by expedit- 
ing the suits and by causing such oil as must 
be taken before final decree to be sold with 
good title through a receiver or under a proper 
stipulation filed in court, the net proceeds to 
be paid to the successful litigant. 

The suits are to be tried in courts of equity 
where equities claimed by the defendants can 
be asserted and will doubtless be fully pro- 
tected.

Early Relief to Western Oil Land With- 
drawal Hardships. 


(Special! to Oil, Paipt and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 17, 1915. 

Some intimations have been given by 
members of Congress who are connected 
with the public lands committees that 
efforts will be made by special legislation 
at an early day to give relief to the oil 
operators on lands in California and 
Wyoming, which have been forfeited to 
the government under former withdrawal 
orders issued by the Chief Executive of 
the nation. A request that such relief be 
given to the operators, who in good faith 
entered upon these oil lands and engaged 
in oil production, has been made by Sec- 
retary Lane of the Interior Department, 
who has publicly stated his wish that 
Congress should afford some relief to 
these operators. ‘ 
In the last Congress some measure of 
relief for the operators on these lands 
was proposed in a license plan carried in 
the so-called gemeral conservation meas- 
ure which passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but failed in the Senate. 
There is great controversy over this 
measure and if the relief for the oil men 
shall depend upon the p:ssage of this 
general bill, such relief would probably 
be long delayed. One of the leading 
members of the public lands committee 
of the House, who made an investigation

With the approach of the year-end 
inventory taking period, buying opera- 
tions among domestic consumers have 
been greatly diminished in the drug 
market within the week and, although 
foreign purchasers have continued to 
keep the opiates, anodynes, analgesics 
ind disinfectants and a few other lines 
fairly active, there have been fewer 
price changes than usual because of the 
resultant falling off in the volume of 
business. 

Most prominent among the week’s 
price movements have been sharp ad- 
vances in the figures asked for the 
preparations of bromine, including 
potassium, ammonium, sodium and 
strontium bromides and also for mon- 
obromated camphor, which have con- 
stituted a natural sequel to the recent 
noteworthy uplift of the cost of the 
matcrial, following the absorp- 
tion of a large percentage of the avail- 
able supply and 1916 output through the 
placing of large contracts for this 
commodity by European users. 

Quinine salts have been marked up 
again by second hands, after manifest- 
ing considerable weakness early in the 
but the domestic manufacturers 
been able to make more liberal 
contracts with regular 
cust s and have continued to offer 
their output to such consumers at pre- 
viousl mentioned figures.

increased demand and in recogniton of 
a cessation of shipments of the salts 
from Great Britain well as from 
Germany. A fairly liberal supply of 
“outside” lots of these goods was 
available early in the week, but pur- 
chasing operations soon became so ac- 
tive as to absorb the greater part of 
these spot stocks. The only arrivals 
vf consequence within the week, in- 
cluding twenty-seven cases of sulphate 
on the steamship Nieuw Amsterdam 
from Rotterdam, have been placed in 
general order stores and have there- 
fore failed to relieve the growing 
shortage of the salts here. Second 
hands sold fair-sized quantities of 
both domestic and foreign salts early 
in the week at 65c., at 70c., at 75c., at 
80c. and very recently at 85c., follow- 
ing still earlier sales at 60c., but a fur- 
ther strong upward movement is now 
being predicted in many local quarters 
and it is believed by some holders of 
“outside” lots that a $2 level will be 
reached again within the near future. 
Domestic salts manufacturers continue 
to offer their output to regular cus- 
tomers, however, on a bulk basis of 50c. 
in 100-ounce tins and are making much 
more liberal deliveries on outstanding 
contracts at this figure. Stocks in 
London on November 30 are reported 
to have amounted to only 72,776 pounds, 
as compared with 174,063 pounds on 
the corresponding date of last year.

MERICINAL AND OTHER GUMS, 


CAMPHOR.—A _ strong undertone 
still pervades the market for this gum, 
in consequence of an unusually active 
demand and the recent sharp uplift 
of prices fixed for crude gum by the 
Japanese Government monopoly. Crude 
Japanese gum is now being strongly 
maintained in the London market at 
135s. per hundredweight for “B” and 
at 147s.

Sulphate of am- 
monia is not active, but is firm in price 
and stocks are at low levels with com- 
plications in shipping working against 
a free import trade. Acid phosphate 
is without new feature and holders of 
supplies are waiting for an increase in 
demand which they expect will move 
prices to higher levels. Muriate of pot- 
ash sold lower this week than it was 
offered at a week ago and the easier 
tone to the market is said to have re- 
sulted because of the indifference of 
buyers.

NITRATE OF SODA.—Some 
of soda came into the local 
week, but imports have uot 
large as in previous months. 
tilizer trade is not an active buyer, 
but all stocks are said to be taken 
readily by one source or other and 
there is no surplus of supplies here, in 
spite of the fact that imports for the 
year now drawing to a close have been 
the largest in the history of the trade. 
The spot market is quoted at $3.20 per 
100 pounds and there are no conces- 
sions made on futures. The shipping 
situation is not favorable and trans- 
portation costs are important in regu- 
lating values at delivered points. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA.—Re- 
ports from London say that sulphate 
is firmer, with £15 10s per ton quoted, 
naked at works, for 25 per cent. am- 
monia, The domestic market for sul- 
phate is quiet, but holding firm, with 
very little domestic grades to be had. 
There is said to have been some in- 
quiry for domestic sulphate over all 
of next year, but no prices on such 
position are heard. Imports of foreign 
sulphate are not large, and with 
scarcity of freights the cost of such 
grades is on the upward trend. Prices 
are quoted at $4 per 100 pounds for 
prompt shipment. 

PHOSPHATES.

tion is concerned, all the umstances have 
been supplied for a brisk demand for mix- 
tures as well for crude stocks, 80 many 
other factors enter into consideration as 
modifying elements that the future cannot 
be calculated with If it were merely a 
matter of crops and of high prices re- 
ceived for agricultural products, giving the 
farmers plenty of money and stimulating 
enterprise, the problem would be _ simple 
enough. But foreign developments continue 
to cause complications and create uncer- 
tainty, and apart from the duration of the 
war the relations of the United States 
toward some of the belligerents gives rise 
to more or less unsettlement, That anything 
really grave will come out of events is un- 
likely At the same time, the public has 
become quick to take alarm, and the feel- 
ing of confidente which prompts the buyers 
or the sellers of fertilizers to let out i 
easily exchanged to doubt and even to ap- 
prehension. It is this condition of the busi- 
ness mind that tends to hold back trade. 
The prospects are too indefinite to afford a 
real basis of calculation, and the fertilizer 
men, like others, have little more than 
guesswork. Some of the crude materials 
continue so high as to make buyers dis- 
posed to delay when they would otherwise 
be in the market for supplies in fairly lib- 
eral quantities.

Developments this week in the situa- 


tion regarding logwood from Jamaica 
have not improved matters, and it is 
now believed that no chance is offered 
of obtaining such supplies from that 
quarter. No offers of logwood were 
made openly this week in the local 
market and prices for the time being 
are nominal. Fustic extract ts also re- 
ported in light supply, and it is diffi- 


cult to find a firm offer involving any 
sizeable lot. All the wood and vegetable 
extracts have been limited for some 
time and the situation is not making 
much headway toward a larger supply. 
Bichromates were firmer this week with 
chief interest in the soda variety. It is 
a question of how high in price this 
material will go, as current quotations 
are the highest on record and consum- 
ing interest is not diminished by the 
upward trend of prices. Aniline oil is 
passing more freely on contracts, but 
spot offerings are not large and prices 
are holding up. Starch and dextrines 
have maintained the advance of last 
week and are in normal demand. Gam- 
bier is strong because of the shipping 
Situation, and quotations on distant 
pesitions are largely normal because of 
uncertainty about getting cargo room. 
Tin crystals are nominally unchanged, 
but actual business has been done above 
the figures given as the market quota- 


tion. Zine dust is holding steady, with 
second hands doing a fair business. 
Most of the soda preparations were 


strong this week because of advances in 
the basic material. Detailed reports on

stronger, and at the 45c. per 
pound was the quotation of first hands.

Bichromate of soda likewise was 
firmer in price and closed with 25c. 
per pound as the price for spot ma- 
terial. January-February shipments 
were offered at 22%c. per pound, and 
contracts covering equal monthly de- 
liveries over the year were held at 
18c. per pound. The market is strong 


in all positions, with some sellers said 
to have little to offer for prompt ship- 
ment. 


CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts from Janu- 
ary to October 25 were 3,662 tons, 
against 2,463 tons in 1914 and 2,300 tons 
in 1913. Demand for cutch has been 
g00d and supplies have been kept at 
low levels Prices are firmer, espe- 


cially for the better grades.

DEXTRINE.—The advance in prices, 
as reported last week, has been main- 
tained throughout the interval. There 
is a good movement to consuming 
channels and with a firm market for 
materials. Quotations for the various 
grades of dextrine are firm.

but sellers now quote 42s. 6d. Cubes, 
however, are cheaper, there being no 
buyers of No. 2 over 46s. 6d. per hun- 
dred weight c. i. f. 

Spot supplies of gambier 
in the local market and prices are 
easily maintained. The quotation is 
17@18e. per pound. Shipments are said 
to have been offered at 9%4c. per pound, 
but carry no guarantee regarding the 
time of delivery. 

INDIGO—Advices from abroad give 
the first forecast of the 1915-16 indigo 


are small 


crop in British India, based upon re- 
ports from the six provinces, which 
contain practically the whole area un- 
der indigo in British India. The total 
area is estimated at 258,100 acres, com- 
pared with 116,500 acres in the previous 


crop year, or an increase of 121 per 
cent. The season has on the whole 
been successful save in sehar and 
Orissa and in ths Punjaub. Estimates 
of yield are not ordinarily given at 
this stage, but provisional estimates 


have been made in the special circum- 
stances of this year, and the total is 
placed at 38,500 hundredweights, com- 
pared with the. preceding season’s es- 
timate of 24,900 hundredweights. 
Considerable indigo of artificial 
grades has been coming in to domestic 
ports recently from China. Demand 
for this has been good and a large 
part of arrivals are sold ahead. Prices 
are quoted at $1.30@1.35 per pound. 


Natural indigo varies according to 
grade, with shipments at $1.75@5 per 
pound. 
LOGWOOD.—Announcement was 
made this week that the Governor of 
Jamaica had placed an embargo on 
Shipments of logwood chips and ex- 
tract from that country. This has de- 
stroyed any confidence which might 
have existed that Great Britain might 
modify the embargo as announced in 
the previous week, and the consuming 
trade must depend upon other sources 
of supply. The interruption of ship- 
ments from Jamaica has caused the 


market to become unsettled and no of- 
ferings of logwood are now heard in 
the local market. 
MYRABOLANES.—Calcutta advices 
say there has been a steady demand 
for export, and prices are well main- 
tained. Local and country demand is 
comparatively small. Quotations are 
Rs, 2-8 for picked yellow heavy rough 
nuts for No. 1 quality, Rs. 2 for No. 2 
quality, Rs. 1-183@Rs. 1-14 for average 
quality, and Rs. 1-8@Rs. 1-9 for No. 3 
quality dark hollow nuts, respectively, 
per B. md., weight, loose, for near and 
near-forward deliveries. Supplies of 
picked yellow nuts are very small, as 
is usual at this period of the season. 
There are no offerings of myrabo- 
lanes in the local market, and prices 
are nominal. The scarcity of freights 
from the Far East and high rates are 
factors in curtailing shipments. 
PRUSSIATES.—Muriate of potash 
has varied but little in the past week 
and prussiate of potash is in a similar 





position. Red prussiate has been out 
of the market for some time, and 
values are nominal. Yellow prussiate 


of potash is largely controlled by sec- 
ond hands. Prices are quoted at 87% 


@90c, per pound. Prussiate of soda is 
still offered sparingly, and spot offer- 


ings are especially iight. Consumption 
has increased owing to the scarcity of 
prussiate of potash. Some consumers 


are said to be receiving deliveries on 
contracts, but the spot market is of 
considerable interest. Prices are 65@ 


68c. per pound. 

SUMAC.—Italian grades of sumac 
are firm due to delays in making ship- 
ments from abroad and to high ocean 
freights. Prices for spot material are 
$65@66 per ton, with shipments at $63@ 


64 per ton. Sumac extract has been in 
good demand and also has gone up in 
price. Present quotations are around 
Ye. per pound. 

ZINC DUST.—Leading producers of 
zine dust are pretty well sold ahead 


and are offering very little in the spot 
market. Second hands are quoting on 
moderate amounts, with prices at 35@ 
37c. per pound. Small amounts of for- 
eign zinc dust have come in recently 


but have not béen offered in the open 
market,
